A meeting of the trustees of the 
Fore River bridge was held this morn- 
ing in the office of Mayor Shea at City 
Hall. At the informal discussion on 
bridge matters it was brought out 
that immediate repairs 
sary. The trustees are 
however by the lack of funds. It was 
decided to make some of the most 
needed repairs and these will be un- 
dertaken immediately in order that 
they may be completed before the 
tenth of October at which time the 
battleship North Dakota is due to 
leave for her trials. 

The question of repairing the 
bridge is an important one and some- 
thing must be done to maintain it. 
One fact that was brought out at the 
discussion, this morning, was that the 
bridge had never been formally ac- 
cepted, and it was an open question 
as to who should provide the funds 
for the repairs. Some of the piers un- 
der the bridge are in very bad shape 
and some of the dolphins are gone al- 
together.

HEAVY DRAIN ON FORESTS. 


“The total yearly drain upon our 
forests, not counting losses from fires, 


storms, and insects, is some twenty 
billion cubic feet.” says R. S. Kellogg, 
assistant forester in sais of the 


office of forest statistics, in a publica- 
tion just issued by the Forest service 
on “The timber supply of the United 
States.” 

“Our present forest area of 550 mil- 
lion acres may be roughly estimated 
to consist of 200 million acres of 
mature forests, in which the annual 
growth is balanced by death and de- 
cay, of 250 million acres partially cut 
or burned over, on which, with rea- 
sonable care, there is sufficient young 
growth to produce in the coyrse of 
time a merchantable, but not a full 
crop of timber, and 100 million acres 
of more severely cut and burned over 
forests, on which there is not suffi- 
cient young growth to produce an- 
other crop of much value. 

“Taken as a_ whole, 
growth of our forests 
conditions does not exceed twelve 
cubic feet per acre, a total of 
than seven billion cubic feet. That is, 
we are cutting our forests three times 
as fast as they are growing. There is 
menace in the continuance of 
conditions. While we might 
reach absolute timber exhaustion, the 
unrestricted exploitation of our for- 
ests in the past has already had seri- 
ous effects, and it will have much

worse if it is allowed to continue un- 
checked. 

“White pine, for instance, which 
was once considered inexhaustible, 


has fallen off seventy per cent in cut 
since 1890 and more than forty-five 
per cent since 1900. The cut of oak, 
our most valuable hardwood lumber, 
has decreased sixteen per cent since 
1900, and that of yellow poplar twen- 
ty-two per cent. The same story will 
be told of other woods if they are not 
conserved. 

“The fast that timber has  beén 
cheap and abundant has made us 
careless of its production and reck- 
less in its use. We take 250 cubic 
feet of wood per capita annually from 
our forests, while Germany uses only 
thirty-seven cubis feet, and France 
but twenty-five. On the other hand, 
Germany, who has learned her lesson, 
makes her state forests produce an 
average of forty-eight cubic feet of 
wood per acre. We have as fast- 
growing species as Germany, or fast- 
er, and as good or better forest soil 
if we protect it. 

“The necessity for more farm land 
may eventually reduce our total forest 
area to 100 million acres Jess than it 
is at present. It is entirely possible, 
however, to produce on 450 million 
acres as much wood as a population 
much greater than we have now will 
really need if all the forest land is 
brought to its highest producing cap- 
acity and if the product is economical- 
ly and completely utilized. But to 
reach the necessary condition of 
equilibrium between timber production 
and consumption will take many years 
of vigorous effort by individual forest 
owners, by the States, and by the Na- 
tional Government. None of them 
can solve the problem alone; all must 
work together.”

William H. Moody of the United] 
States supreme court was removed in 
a police ambulance from the Brad- 
ford railroad station to his home here 
last night. 


JUSTICE MOODY. 
It is understood that Moody’s con- 


dition is serious. He appeared to be 
helpless during the transfer from the 
train to the ambulance. 

Although Moody’s ailment was an- 
nounced officially as a case of rheuma- 
tism and gout, local physicians who 
have known him for years believe it 
to be more serious. 

Justice Moody came here, it is be- 
lieved, from a sanitarium in New York 
state, where he has been for several 
weeks, following a short stay at Hot 
Springs, Ark. No intimation of his 
indisposition had been received here 
previously, it being supposed when 
he temporarily left the bench early in 
the summer that it was merely for a 
vacation. 

Justice Moody was appointed to the 
supreme bench Dec. 17, 1906, by 
President Roosevelt. Immediately 
preceding the appointment he was at- 
torney general of the United States for 
more than two years. He was also}

POSTAL WORK 


Experts Trying to Find Where 
Saving Can Be Effected 


YEAR'S DEFIGIT $20,000,000 


Hopes to Place 


Postmaster General 
Certain Divisions of the Service on 
Self-Sustaining Basis—Has Begun a 
General Overhauling of Registry De- 
partment—Wide Investigation In the 
Interest of Economy 


Beverly, Mass., Sept. 2.—Post- 
master Genera! Hitchcock had an 1m- 
porta it conference with President Taft 
regarding the plans he has formulated 
for cutting down expenses in the post- 
al establishment. He told the presi- 
dent that, according to the latest esti- 
mates, the postoffice department will 
show a deficit for the fiscal year end- 
Ing June 30 last of more than $20,- 
OLN ,V00. 

This is the largest deficit that has 
ever been known in the postal service, 
and Hitchcock informed the president 
that it was his purpose and his ambi- 
tion to show a material decrease 1n 
the amount every year while he has 
control of the department. 

‘The postmaster general has now at 
work in Washington a commission of 
some forty odd experts in the regis- 
try service They are making a thor- 
ough examination of the registry de-| 
partment, which has been showing a) 
growing deficit year after year. The | 
members of the commission have been 
drawn from postoffices all over the 
country. 

When the registry commission has | 
finished its labors, Hitehcock will | 
summon another commission of money 
order experts to make a similar ex- 
amination of the money order divi- 
sion. This division also has been | 
showing a growing deficiency, where- 
as the postmaster general thinks it) 
should soon be placed on a self sus- 
taining basis. 

In fact, Hitchcock believes that the 
whole postal service can eventually be | 
put on a similar basis The postal 
establishment of the United States 1s) 
ranked as the largest business Institu- 
tion in the world It has been many 
years since an organized attempt has 
been made to reform the methods 
which have not kept pace with the 
growth of the business.

After a hard swim they at last 
came near enough to shore ‘so that 
they could wade the rest of the way. 
The horse, too, which had turned 
around and kept close beside them 
seeking human companionship, 
reached the bank in safety, - and 
clambering into the buggy the shiver- 
ing couple drove up to the farmhouse 
of F. E. Putnam near by. Mrs. Put- 
nam took the bride under her care, 
while her husband did the same for 
the groom, and in a little while the 
bridal couple were ready to continue 


their journey in borrowed clothing. 

Following Putnam’s directions Hy- 
land telephoned to Brattleboro for 
another livery team, and, calling over 
the ferryboat by means of the signal 
placed there for that purpose, they 
made their way in safety across the 
river and hastened on their journey 
home to reassure the people there of 
their safety, for they knew that their 
absence would cause worry.

The combination was lucky, for 
there was good material for equip- 
ment. All that was required was con- 
veniently arranged for at a point only 
700 miles from the boreal center. A 
house and workshop were built of 
packing boxes by willing hands and 
this northernmost tribe of 250 people 
, Bet themselves to the problem of de- 
vising a suitable outfit. Before the 
end of the long winter night we were 
ready for the enterprise and plans 
, had matured to force a new route over 
Grinnell Land northward along its 
west coast out onto the Polar sea. 
Starts on Seven-Hundred-Mile Dash 

The campaign opened with a few 
scouting parties being sent over the 
American shores to explore the way 
and seek the game haunts. Their 
mission was only partly successful 
because of the storms. At sunrise of 
1908 (Feb. 19) the main expedition 
embarked on its voyage to the Pole. 
It consisted of eleven men and 103 
dogs drawing eleven heavily laden 
sledges. The expedition left the 
Greenland shore and pushed westward 
over the troubled ice of Smith sound. 

The gloom of the long night was 
relieved only by a few hours of day- 
light. The chill of the winter was felt 
at its worst. As we crossed the 
heights of Ellesmere sound to the Pa- 
cific slope the temperature sank to 
minus 83 centigrade. Several dogs 
were frozen and the men suffered se- 
verely, but we soon found the game 
trails, along which way was easy. 

Game Is Plentiful 

We forged through Nansen sound 
to Land’s End. In this march we se- 
cured 101 musk oxen, seven bears and 
835 hares. We pushed out into the 
Polar sea from the southern point of 


Herbert island on March 18. Six 
Eskimos returned from here. With 


four men and forty-six dogs moving 
supplies for eighty days, the cross- 
ing of the circum-polar pack was be- 
gun. Three days later the other Es- 
kimos, forming the last supporting 
party returned, and the trials had now 
been reduced by the survival of the 
fittest. The two best men and twenty- 
six dogs were picked for the final ef- 
fort. 

There before us in an unknown line 
of 460 miles lay our goal. The first 
day provided long marches and we 
made encouraging progress. A big 
lead which separated the land from 
the ice of the central pack was crossed 
with little delay. The low tempera- 
ture was persistent and the winds 
made life a torture. But cooped up In 
our snow houses, eating dried tallow 
and drinking hot tea, there was ani- 
mal comfort occasionally to be gained. 
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New Land Discovered 

For several days after the sight of 
known land was lost the overcast sky 
prevented an accurate determination 
of our positions. On March 30 the 
horizon was partly cleared and new 
land was discovered. Our observa- 
tions gave our position as latitude 
84.47, long. 86.36. There was urgent 
need for rapid advance. Our main 
mission did not permit a detour for the 
purpose of exploring the coast. Here 
were seen the last signs of solid earth; 
beyond, there was nothing stable to be 
seen. 

We advanced steadily over the 
monotony of moving sea ice and now 
found ourselves beyond the range of 
all life—neither footprints of bears 
nor the blowholes of seals were de- 
tected. Even the microscopic crea- 
tures of the deep were no longer un- 
der us. 

The maddening influence of the 
shifting desert of frost became almost 
unendurable in the daily routine. The 
surface of the pack offered less and 
less trouble and the weather im- 
proved, but there still remained the 
life-sapping wind, which drove de- 
spair to its lowest recess. The ex- 
treme cold compelled physical action. 
Thus day after day our weary legs 
spread over big distances. Incidents 
and positions were recorded but ad- 
ventures were promptly forgotten in 
the next day's efforts. 

Sunburns and Frostbites 

The night of April 7 was made 
notable by the swinging of the sun at 
midnight over the northern ice. Sun- 
burns and frostbites now were record- 
ed on the same day, but the double 
day's glitter infused quite an incentive 
into one’s life of shivers. 

Our observation on April 6 placed 
the camp in latitude 86.36, longitude 
94.2 In spite of what seemed long 
marches we advanced but little over 
100 miles. Much of our work was lost 
in circuitous twists, around trouble- 
some pressure lines and high, irregu- 
lar fields. A very old ice-drift, too, 
was driving eastward with sufficient 
force to give some anxiety. 

Although still equal to 
miles daily, the extended marches and 
the long hours for traveling with 
which fortune favored us earlier were 
no longer possible. We were now 
about 200 miles from the Pole and 
sledge loads were reduced. One dog 
after another went into the stomachs of 
the hungry survivors until the teams 
were considerably diminished tn num- 
ber, but there seemed to remain a 
sufficient balance for man and brute to 
push along into the heart of the mys- 
tery to which we had set oursives. 

Pole Reached at Last 

On April 21 we had reached 89 de- 
grees 59 minutes 46 seconds. The 
Pole was in sight. We covered the 
remaining fourteen seconds and made

Everywhere 
we turned was south. With a single 


step we could pass from one side of 


the earth to the other; from midday

April 21, 1908. The temperature was 
minus 38 centigrade, barometer 29 483, 
latitude 90; for the longitude, tt 
was nothing, as it was but a word 
Although crazy with joy our spirits 
began to undergo a feeling of weari 
ness. Next day, after taking all ou 
observations, a sentiment of intense 
solitude penetrated us while we looked 
at the horizon. Was it possible that 
this desolate region, without a patch 
of earth, had aroused the ambition of 
so miany men for so Many centuries?

BOYS RESCUED 
JUST IN TIME 


‘Narrow Escape From a Fatal- 
ity at Wollaston Fire

An alarm from box 52 at 10.20 on 
Thursday evening called the fire de- 
partment to a lively blaze in the two 
apartment house at 139-141 Arlington 
street, Wollaston, occupied by the 
families of Robert A. Pemberton and 
| Wesley Colpitts. 

The fire started in the second story 

the L from some unknown cause 
and before it was brought under con- 
| trot the entire house was gutted. 

Both families were asleep at the 
time, with the exception Norman 
W. Pemberton who lives in the lower 
; Story. He was just retiring when he 
noticed the reflection of the flames on 
a neighboring house and realizing the 
house was on fire, aroused the rest of 
the family and ran to box 52 where 
he pulled in the alarm 

The Pembertons had just receiveda 
visit from friends and there were 
fourteen or fifteen sleeping in the 
lower apartment, while upstairs were 
the Colpitts family of six, with the ex- 
ception of Mrs. Colpitts who is visit- 
ing friends in Salem.

The majority of the inmates of the 
house were obliged to flee in their 
night clothing and were able to take 


; away but few effects, the fire having 
gained such a headway as to almost 
paralyze them. 

In the room next to the blazing L 
lay Frank and Ralph Colpitts sleep- 
ing soundly until the 
shouts of the others. Dazed by the 
smoke and flames they lay there un- 
til rescued and brought to safety by 
their frantic father the bed 
was catching fire. 

If the fire had occurred at a later 
hour it is doubtful if all lives would 
have been saved.

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the scene the L was all ablaze, giving 
a light which could be seen for sey- 
eral miles. In a short time however 
well directed streams put out ‘the fire 
on the roof of this portion. 

While the firemen were fighting the 
fire in the L the flames had gradually 
eaten their way into the main part of 
the house and soon the inside of the 
upper story was a seething furnace. 

The huge streams of water which 
were poured on the fire occasionally 
shot clear over the house and kept 
the crowd hustling, several of the un- 
wary receiving a good wetting. 

After a hard and persistent struggle 
the fire ‘was brought under control 
shortly before eleven o'clock. The all- 
out was sounded at 11.22. 

The unfortunate occupants of the 
burned dwelling were s00n taken in 
hand by the neighbors and were all 
comfortably housed for the night. 

The upper apartment was almost en- 
tirely burned out and both were 
gutted by the smoke and many gal- 
lons of water which were poured up- 
on the fire. 

Chief Williams estimates the loss 
at $1200. The furniture of both 
families is covergd by insurance and 
the house it is understood is also in- 
sured. 

The house was until recently owned 
by Mr. Bisbee of Whitman, who upon 
his death bequeathed it to his niece 
in Melrose. A mortgage is held on 
the property by Frank Andrews of this 
city. 

How the fire started is a mystery 
to everyone. Mr. Colpitts when in- 
terviewed by a Ledger representative 
said that, in the afternoon, there had 
been a fire in the stove in the kitchen, 
which is situated in the L but that 
later this had gone out. 

He is totally unable to account for 
the cause of the fire as he knew 
nothing about it until he was awak- 
ened and it was well underway.

OLD AGE PENSIONS, 


State Actuary Robertson G. Hunter 
has just completed a table of rates for 
an “immediate annuily policy,” which 
may now be issued by those savings 
banks of Massachusetts that have 
opened insurance departments. 

There has been some demand in the 
past few months from people who 
would like to arrange with a savings 
bank for an annuity of old age pen- 
sion upon payment of a Jump sum of 
money. Annuity pensions of this 
character are very extensively used 
abroad. They are offered on more or 
Jess favorable terms by most life in- 
surance companies in this country, 
but for commercial reasons they have 
never been extensively pushed, since 
there is more for the companies in 
other forms of insurance. 

The rates for these annuities in 
force at the State Actuary’s office 
show that if a man of sixty years ap- 
bears atthe savings bank or its 
@uthorized agency and pays $1,000 


down he gets an assurance of an in- 
come of $91.22 during the rest of his 
life. Women are longer lived than 
men so that their rates are necessari- 
ly a little higher. A woman of this 
age would receive $81.56 a year upon 
payment of $1,000. 

The corresponding annuities which 
$1,000 would buy at age 65 are $108.- 
20 and $95.80. At age 70 they would 
be respectively $131.91 and $117.04. 

The actuarial force at Mr. Hunter's 
office is now working out rates for a 
deferred annuity contract under 
which a younger person depositing a 
lump sum of money can arrange to 
be paid an annuity after reaching a 
certain age, 60 or 65. This will be a 
particularly attractive proposition to 
any far sighted young man or young 
woman who has a little ready money 
and who wants to make sure that his 
old age will be safeguarded.

Claim May Be Disputed 


Boston, Sept. 3.—The Transcript 
says: 
Dr. Cook will have to come out of 


the north armed and equipped with in- 
disputable. data if he hopes to con- 
vince geographers that he has attained 
the North Pole. His story of the jour- 
ney as printed in the New York Her- 
ald leaves much to be desired. 

Dr. Cook claims to have averaged 
fifteen miles a day’ on the last thirty 
days of his dash to the north. Ina 
straight line from Heiberg island 
(which does not appear on the maps, 
and if it is where he states it is it must 
be about 150 miles north of Heiberg 
Land and off Cape Hubbard) the ex- 
plorer had 460 miles to go. Allowing 
for the eastward drift of the ice and 
obstacles which he had to go around, 
this 460 miles must have stretched 
into 550 miles, for it must be re- 
membered that he had to travel west- 
ward to overcome the eastward drift. 
Therefore he must have covered near- 
er twenty miles than fifteen miles a 
day. 

This in 83 degrees below zero (the 
lowest temperature we have seen re- 
corded) where the heaviest kind of 
clothing was necessary, was a hurcu- 
lean task and Cook's physical ability to 
accomplish it will be questioned. The 
corroboration of his claims by the two 
Eskimos is of no value. Cook said to 
them “Here it is,” but they could not 
tell whether they were there or 400 
miles away. 

The fact that it took the explorer 
about thirty days to go and 360 days 
to return is interesting, but of no value 
in establishing his claim,

FIREPROOF HOME.

Councilman Flynn offered an order 
for $1500 for rebuildig a section of 
South street. Learning that the sec- 
tion was included in an order already 
before the Council he withdrew his 
order. 

PLANS WANTED. 

Councilman Gilson offered a_ re- 
solve that the School Committee be re- 
quested to procure plans for a 12 
room brick school building with as- 
sembly hall for the Montclair district, 
same to cost not exceeding $46,000. 

Councilman Whiton moved to 
amend by adding, without cost to the 
city. Amendment adopted. 

Councilman Moir asked where the 
genileman got his information that the 
building could be built for the sum 
hamed. 

Councilman Gilson replied that a 
similar building was now being erect- 
ed in Portland, Me., and the architect 
had informed him that a _ similar 
building could be erected in Quincy 
for the same amount.

In reply to a further question by 
Councilman Whiton the City Solicitor 
said, when the paper is given him to 
sign he is entitled to a reasonable 
time to consider it, whether others 
want it dees not matter. 

Councilman Whiton. If he does not 
wish to sign the paper it is only just 
and fair that others have a right to 
sign it. 

Councilman Bryant said that he 
was perfectly willing to return the 
paper to the Clerk but when it was 
again passed he wanted it to come to 
him first. If anyone tried to take the 
paper frcm him by force they would 
have a picnic on tneir hands. 

The City Solicitor in reply to a 
further question said if the paper is 
returned, as a matter of law it does 
not follow that the gentleman shall 
be the first it is passed to when it 
again starts out.

Horses and Harnessés Saved. 
Another Fire at West Qnincy 


The fire department was caed out 
twice Wednesday night by alarms 
from Box 321 and Box 45. The first 
alarm came from Box 321 and was 
sounded at 7.50. This was for a brisk 
fire in the large barn of A. M. Dean & 
Co., granite manufacturers on Inter- 
vale street. 

The fire had made quite a headway 
when discovered and as the barn con- 
tained 23 horses it was quite a job 


to get them out. The horses were 
without halters, being confined to 


their stalls by ropes placed across the 
rear of the stall. As fast as they 
were driven out many of the animals 
tried to go back into the burning 
building and it became necessary for 


the firemen to get between them and 
the fire and drive them out with 
brooms. There were also a lot of 


harnesses in the barn but these were 
saved. 

The firemen were somewhat handi- 
capped at the start by want of hose, 
due to an accident to the central sta- 
tion combination. 

As this piece of apparatus was 
speeding up School street driven by 
John Faircloth, the wagon collided 
with an expréss wagon of Lyon's 
Randolph express. 

One of the horses was thrown and 
driver Faircloth pitched headlong. He 


however landed on a lawn and _ es- 
caped unhurt. 
When the piece of apparaus ar- 


rived, at the fire it was burning brisk- 
ly, making quite an illumination. Once 
at it the firemen soon had it under 
control. 

Up stairs in the barn was a large 
quantity of hay that had been put in 
that day as well considerable 
grain. All of this was distroyed. 

Chief Williams estimates the 
on the building and contents to 
$2000. 

The cause of the fire is unknown. 
It appears that one of the men at the 
stable was in the building ten minutes 
before the fire broke out and _ tnat 
while there he went to the hay loft 
and fed the horses. Whether he acci- 
dentally was the cause of the fire or 
whether it was done to overheating of 
the new hay is not known. 

The alarm from Box 45 sounded at 
12.17 and was for a slight fire in a 
double house on Hall place owned by 
the Carey heirs. The fire was in the 
upper part of the building, which is 
occupied by John Carey and his 
brother, and was in a mattress. It is 
supposed that the fire was caused by 
a smoker falling to sleep.

Afoot, in the saddle ,or drawn by coach 
and four, assembled the actors in the 
one event of national interest which 
ever occurred in the town. An event 
not only of national interest, but of 
vital importance. If the value of a 
chain is determined by the quality of 
its least link, then the force of the 
Continental Congress is measured by 
the quality of the County Congresses, 
and the significance of the Declara- 
tion of Independence is determined by 
the tone of the County Resolves. 

Most noteworthy of all the county 
proceedings were those of Suffolk. 
Samuel Adams and John Adams at 
the general Congress, with high hopes 
eagerly awaited the tidings. Here ,at 
the convention in Milton village, the 
nation’s destinies were Shaped by the 
great mind of Warren. 

Aside from its chairman, even, it 
was an interesting assemblage, of men, 
the pick of Greater Boston. Minis- 
ters, physicians, sturdy yeomanry— 
all leading men of their towns. The 
moderator, General Joseph Palmer of 
Quincy, one of the wealthiest and 
most influential men of the day, a 
man whose generous hospitality was 
widely known and had won for his 
dwelling the name of “Friendship 
Hall.” He gave lavishly of his means 
to the patriot c®use, and served his 
country bravelt on the field to the 
war's” end. Parson Dunbar the 
bold gnd irrepressible, who re- 
fused to be discreet and keep out of 
polititics. Dr. Benjamin Church emi- 
nent in his profession, but whose love 
of riches was doubtless even then sug- 
gesting that he sell himself to the 
enemy. A few months later facts 
were disclosed which resulted in his 
imprisonment and final banishment 
¥rom the country. David Rawson, who 
struck the note for Milton in his town 
meeting utterance that “a day, an 
hour, of virtuous liberty is worth a 
whole eternity in bondage.” Captain 
Isaac Gardner, first Harvard graduate 
killed in the war. These, among oth- 
ers, were welcomed by the enterpris- 
ing inn-keeper and patriot, Daniel 
Vose. All notable men, but conspic- 
uous among them, the young physi- 
cian of Roxbury, Dr. Joseph Warren. 

The Suffolk Convention, it will be 
recalled, had a preliminary meeting 
at Doty’s Tavern in Canton, and a 
second gathering at Woodward’s Inn 
in Dedham, before the actual accom- 
plishment at Milton. These inns are 
no longer standing, but in Dedham it 
is thought fitting to honor the mere 
site of the place where the Suffolk 
Resolves came near being passed, but 
were not. In Milton we have the 
very building where Warren present- 
ed the Resolves paragraph by para- 
graph, which were unanimously 
adopted by the patriots there assem- 
bled, and hailed with joy and grati- 
tude throughout the colonies. 

Do we appreciate enough the his- 
torical value of the old house under 
the elms? Boston permitted the John 
Hancock house to be destroyed, and 
has regretted it ever since. Will Mil- 
ton perchance repeat the experience? 
Is it too late to gather up the frag- 
ments that remain?—E. P. M. in Mil- 
tag Record.

SAYS HE HAS 
COOK “NAILED” 


Peary Sends a Reassuring 
Message to His Wife 


BIVES RIVAL THE LIE DIRECT 


Says Brooklyn -Explorer Never 
Reached the Pole, Not Even Being 
Out of Sight of Land, and Claims 
Honor of Having Alone Made the 


Great Discovery—Scientists inclined 


Suspend Judgment, Pending 


Developments — Steamer

Roosevelt Crawling Homeward 


The lie has been hurled concerning 
the discovery of the North Pole and 
the foundation laid for a controversy 
unparalleled in history. Commander 
Robert E. Peary is making uncertain 
progress southward off the coast of 
Labrador in his ship, the Roosevelt, 
but there came from him Wednesday 
a@ message as direct as his homeware 
journey has been slow. It challenges 
the veracity of Dr. Frederick A. Cook 
of Brooklyn and further complicates 
a situation which the whole world is 
discusaing. 

In. effect 
claims with the 


discredits Cook's 
intimation that he 
(Peary) and he alone planted the 
American flag at the North Pole on 
April 6, 1909, and that Cook, who as- 
serts that he unfurled the flag at the 
Pole on April 21, 1908, must sub- 
stantiate his claim. 

In the meantime Peary continues his 
hcemewand journey on the ice-scarred 
Roosevelt and is at Battle Harpor, 
Labrador, still more than 400 miles 
from North Sydney, C. B., the ob- 
jective of the homgward 
through the Strait of Belle Isle. 

Mrs. Cook is in New York and Mrs. 
Peary has left her home in Maine on 
her way to join her husband at North 
Sydney. Though pressed for a state- 
ment Mrs. Cook declined absolutely 
to say anything concerning her hue- 
band.

How News Is Received 

By those who received word 
Cook's discovery with skepticism, 
Peary’s challenge was received with 
gratification; by those who had been 
neutral it came as another surprise 
in a series of remarkable happenings, 
While to Cook’s supporters it was a 
signal for war. 

Dr. Cook, if his plans do not mis- 
carry, will sall for the United States 
on Sunday next and will arrive here 
by Sept. 21. By that time Peary will 
have reached home, but no cne has 
as yet suggested the possibilitv of a 
dramatic meeting of the two “ace vo 
face. 

Peary’s statement, 
Cook’s achievement, was sent Wed- 
nesday from Indian Harbor, Luabra- 
dor, the point through which he first 
reported his success by wireless. It 
had probably been delayed in trans- 
mission and read as follows: 

“Authoritative and Correct” 

“i have nailed the Stars and Stripes 
to the North Pole. This is authorita- 
tive and correct. 

“Ccok’'s story should not ke taken 
too seriously. The two Eskimos who 
accompanied him say he went no dis- 
taace north and not out of sieht of 
jaud. Other members the tribe 
co:roborate their story.” 

About the same time Mrs. Peary 
received the following message under 
the same date, both having been sent 
via Cape Ray, N. F.: 

“Good morning. Delayed by gale 
Don't let Cook story worry you. Have 
him nailed.” 

The foregoing was signed simply 
“Bert®’ an abbreviation of Robert 
while the message to the press bore 
the single word “Peary” as its signa- 
ture. To the press the commander 
had sent the dispatch, replying to an 
urgent request for an authoritative 
statement and some comment con- 
cerning Cook. This request had been 
sent to him immediately after he had 
flashed news of his discovery from In- 
dian Harbor on Monday. 

While Peary’s assertion of Wednes- 
day is of a nature that makes Cook’s 
position one of defense, the Brooklyn 
explorer yet has supporters both at 
home and abroad. Many of the con- 
tinental scientists are marking time 
pending developments, while those 
who have formed no decided opin- 
fons in this country have assumed a 
similar stand. 

Brewer Thinks Both Successful 

Professor William H. Brewer of 
Yale, honorary president for life of 
the Arctic Club of America, of which 
both Peary and Cook are members, 
assumes that both have been suc- 
cessful. He telegraphed to New York 
as follows: “I believe that both Cook 
and Peary have reached the Pole.” 

Dr. Thomas 8. Dedrick of Wash- 
ington, N. J., who was surgeon of 
the Feary expedition of 1898-1902, 
promptly came to the support of 
Cook. He said: 

“The charge (referring to Peary's 
statement of Wednesday) may lessen 
Cook’s standing in popular estimation 
until his defense can be heard, but the 
scientific world will be affected only 
by scientific discrepancies, Cook will 
undoubtedly have scientific records 
and observations without Eskimo 
proof. If Eskimo proof is needed 


of

play in the world to send impartiat 
interpreters to the tribe.” 
The Eskimos Not Reliable 

Analyzing the Eskimo character 
Dedrick is inclined to think them un- 
reliable, with “a temperatment which 
would lead him to agree for suavity’s 
sake and because of immediate bene- 
fit with a man on the spot having a 
ship loaded with what is most dear to 
an Eskimo heart.” This would be 
especially true, argues Dedrick, “if 
their former benefactor had departed 
homeward as Cook did, on a sled, 
with no halo of a ship’s prestige.” 

In conclusion Dr. Dedrick said: 
“Suppose Cook next year went up and 
distributed presents as ships do and 
asked if his rival had gotten out of 
sight of land and they said ‘No.’ What 
matter would it make to the public? 
Other impartial parties may yet be 
heard from. The whalers which ar- 
rive at Dundee this fall may also know 
what the Eskimos say.” 

The Roosevelt’s Slow Progress 

With the Roosevelt at Battle Har- 
bor, Peary should reach Red Bay, 
about sixty-five miles down the coast, 
easily by today, where he can put de- 
tails of his expedition on the wires. 

The progress of his ship from In- 
dian Harbor southward has been ex- 
tremely erratic. First delayed at In- 
dian Harbor by rough weather and 
hampered in addition by lack of fuel, 
the Roosevelt has literally crawled 
homeward and news of her progress 
has been meagre and at times unre- 
liable. This is due to the inadequate 
telegraphic facilities on the Labrador 
coast. 

Aside from the message received 
by the press from Peary and the one 
received by his wife, came an addi- 
tional dispatch to Charles A. Moore, 
president of the American Protective 
Tariff league, who is a warm person- 
al friend of Peary. The message 
said: “The Pole is ours. Regards to 
Mrs. Moore.” 

In 1897 Mr. Moore’s son, Charles A. 
Moore, Jr., accompanied Peary to 
the Arctic. 


Taft Cannot Use Pole 

Commander Peary on Wednesday 
delivered the North Pole to President 
Taft, who replied, congratulating the 
explorer, but declaring he _ didn’t 
know exactly what he could do with 
the Pole. Peary’s message said: 

“Have honor place North Pole your 
disposal.” 

To this the president replied: 

“Thanks for your interesting and 
generous offer. I do not know ex- 
actly what I could do with it. I con- 
gratulate you sincerely on having 
achieved, after the greatest effort, 
the object of your trip, and I sincerely 
hope that your observations will con- 
tribute substantially to scientific 
knowledge. You have added luster 
to the name ‘American.’” 


Wellman Gives It Up 

Tromsoe, Sept. 9.—Walter Well- 
man has instructed his agent to ar- 
range for the return of all the ex- 
plorer’s property from Virigo bay, 
Spitzbergen, as wall as the three 
men who were to have spent the win- 
ter there. It is understood that Well- 
man has abandoned his plans for 
reaching the North Pole by airship 
next year. 


HAVOC IS WIDESPREAD 


Mexican Priests Report That Whole 
Villages Have Disappeared 
Monterey, Mex., Sept. 9.—A num- 
ber of village priests, after making 
painful journeys over miles of de- 
vastated country, have come into 
Monterey and are the first to bring 
news of the destruction wrought by 
the recent floods in the outlying dis- 

tricts. 

Their stories indicate that the havoc 
wrought is more widespread and ter- 
rible than was at first believed. The 
priest of Arramberi says that Arram- 
berl was destroyed and his people are 
wandering over the country in search 
of food. ; 

The priest of La Ascension says 
this town and its population of 2000 
souls has entirely disappeared. The 
people may have taken to the hills, 
or they may have perished. 

Another priest from Allende says 
that place also has disappeared, with 
large loss of life, and that the neigh- 
boring fields have been converted into 
lakes.

RED CROSS CHRISTMAS STAMP. 


Officials of the American Red Cross 
' Society have completed their plans for 
placing on the market for holiday 
shoppers the Red Cross stamp which 
was so popular during the Christmas 
| season last year. To meet the demand 
fifty million stamps will be pninted. 
The Red Cross stamp for this year 
will be of an entirely new design, and 
will be placed on the market in every 
State in the Union on Nov. 1. In a 
competition in which 1200 designs 
were submitted Carl Wingate of New 
York was awarded first prize. Au- 
gusto Bissiriof South Framingham, 
Mass., second prize, and Miss Grace 
D. Gerow of Jersey City third prize. 
At the instance of the Red Cross So- 
ciety Frank D. Millet, C. Y. Turner 
and Paul Bartlett were chosen by the 
Fine ‘Arts Federation to pass upon the 
drawings. Mr. Wingate’s design 
shows a large red cross in the cen- 
tre; above it the legend, “American 
Red Cross, 1909.” with a decoration 
of holly leaves and berries, and be- 
low the cross some scroll work con- 
taining the words, “Merry Christmas” 
and “Happy New Year.” The letter- 
ing will all be white. The cross in 
the centre, the little crosses in the 
border and the holly berries will be 
red, and the other prominent features 
of the design will be green, Over 
thirty-million stamps were sold last 
year, the proceeds amounting to 
$138,244.51. New York held ranking 
place in the list of sales, with $21,- 
174.67. Two thirds of the proceeds 
from the sale of these stamps are 
used for the relief and prevention of 
tuberculosis all over the country, the 
remaining third being turned into the 
Red Cross fund to reimburse it for 
the expense of the making and dis- 
tributing of the stamps.

‘Hang Around Harriman’s Home 
In Search of Information 


ALARMING RUMORS CONTINUE 


Doctor and Spiritual Adviser of Rail- 
road King Assert That He Is Bet- 
ter—No Doubt that His Condition 
Has Been Desperate—Six Physi- 


cians at Arden House at One Time 


Turner, N. Y¥., Sept. 9.—Edward 
H. Harriman is better. This state- 
ment is based on the assertion of the 
two men closest to him outside of his 
immediate family. His medical ad- 
viser, Dr. Lyle, said so and his 
spiritual adviser, Rev. J. H. Mc- 
Guiness, made the assertion in almost 
the same language after visiting the 
sick man personally. 

How far Harriman has improved 
and the precise state of his health is 
still a matter of conjecture and the 
subject of a succession of alarming 
rumors. The official information from 
the Harriman residence utterly failed 
to quiet these reports; and _ there 
seems to be some ground for the per- 
sistent if unconfirmed reports that he 
suffered a second attack of indigestion 
Tuesday and that Lyle’s reassuring 
statement referred to his improvement 
from this second seizure. 

There is no doubt that Mr. Harri- 
man’s recent condition has been des- 
perate. Evidence of this was fur- 
nished by two empty oxygen tanks 
that were sent down from Tower hill 
last evening to be returned to the 
manufacturer in New York. That 
these attacks will be recurrent and 
that they must grow increasingly 
ominous is the belief of even those 
who have no immediate fear for his 
life and profess to consider reports 
published in New York exaggerated. 

Employes of the estate assert that 
Harriman’s wife and his children are 
keeping close indoors. Although the 
weather has been fair, they have not 
been seen rambling about the grounds 
or playing tennis since the crisis of 
Sunday. 

Mr. Harriman’s friends have made 
no attempt to deny that during the 
last three days he has had other medi- 
cal attendance than Lyle. One em- 
ploye says that six physicians were at 
the house Sunday night. It is believed 
that the best specialists in the coun- 
try are being rushed to the bedside 
and that some of them are always on 
hand. 

The lines about Arden house are 
drawn closer than at any time since 
Harriman’s relapse once more attract- 
ed the attention of the financial world 
to this placid countryside. Superin- 
tendent,Ford of the estate sent out 
word last night that no more news- 
paper men would be allowed access to 
Lyle by either written message or 
telephone. He said the guard about 
the house ha@ been strengthened and 
given peremptory orders to pass no 
one without his permission. 

These precautions are not directed 
against the newspaper men so much 
as against a group of spies sent here 
by Wall street interests. Several of 
these tried to mingle with the news- 
paper representatives last evening to 
learn what they knew. Though such 
information would be of no use in the 
stock exchanges on this side of the 
Atlantic after the closing hour, it 
might prove valuable in the markets 
abroad, which open before the New 
York morning papers have been read 
by Wall street.

Coming so quickly upon other dra- 
matic incidents of the week, Peary’s 
dispatch denying that Cook achieved 
the triumph for which he has been 
feted and honored in Copenhagen be- 
yond the lot of any other private per- 
son has been read here with feelings 
of amazement and concern. 

But Dr. Cook himself seems in no 
wise disturbed. He was perfectly 
cool and apparently unmoved when 
confronted with telegrams from the 
United States, saying that Peary had 
denounced him as an impositor. His 
demeanor has not changed in the 
slightest from the day he landed at 
Copenhagen. 

Dr. Cook’s friends had urged him to 
their utmost to make any statement 
possible for the public, but he had 
said repeatedly that all he had to say 
for the present was that he possessed 
proofs that he visited the North Pole 
on April 21, 1908. Those proofs were 
convincing and would in due time be 
given to the world. = 

Regarding the controversy of his 
alleged taking of Peary’s stores, Cook 
asserts that he has written and other 
satisfactory evidence that Peary took 
his stores, perhaps’ believing him 
dead. “Harry Whitney is personally 
acquainted with all the facts and, 
perhaps, what he has to say when he 
returns may be interesting,’ 
the explorer. 

Peary Men Appropriated Depot 

Dr. Cook told Captain Sverdrup and 
another friend the day after he landed 
here that he hoped there would be no 
unpleasantness over supplies with the 
Peary party; that he found some of 
Peary’s men in possession of one of 
his depots and had turned them out 
unceremoniously.

It is settled that Cook will send a 
ship back to bring to America the 
two Eskimos who accompanied him 


on the last stage of his journey to the 
Pole as well as some of the party who 
were sent back when the start of the 
last stage began. Cook's purpose in 
bringing his Eskiino comrades to 
America is to have them relafe their 
stories of the trip to the Pole. 

Dr. contidence is 
the greatest factor working in his sup- 
port in Copephagen. Those who have 
had the opportunity to talk with him 
are only of one mind—that he is an 
absolutely sincere, simple man, or

After all had their fill of 
corn an adjournment was made to the 
house where coffee and corn cakes 
were served.

CONTROVERSY 


Rate of Travel From Pole Now 
Eliminated as a Factor 


PEARY'S REMARKABLE TIME

Considered Evidence In Favor 


Cook’s Claim to Have Reached the 


of Copenhagen 


Goal—University 
Confers Degree Upon Brooklyn Ex- 
plorer, Who Is About to Sail For 
the United States—Bridgman Still 
Has Doubts of Doctor’s Successful 
Quest—Both Peary and Cook Dis- 
covered “Great Nail,” Is the Opin- 
ion of Dr. Stickney 


The two explorers upon whom the 
world’s eye has been fixed during the 


past tew Ways spent Thursday busily 
preparing for their advance to the 
United States. Dr. Cook, in Copen- 
hagen, anngunced that he had deti- 
nitely arranged to sail tomorrow on 
the Oscar II tor New York city. Com- 
mander Peary, according to frag- 
mentary wireless reports, is still de- 
layed at Battle Harbor, Labrador, 
probably either awaiting the coniple- 
tion of repairs to the Roosevelt, or 
the arrival of coal. 

Peary’s figures of his return jour- 
ney from the North Pole are the best 
evidence yet offered in favor of Cook’s 
claim to have reached that spot. The 
record of between twenty-five and 
twenty-eight miles a day is more than 
ever before covered in an Arctic jour- 
ney. The element of speed was one 
of the chief points urged against the 
credibility of Cook’s achievement, and 
this now must be eliminated from any 
criticism made of his journey. 

What the corroborative data are on 
which the two explorers base their 
position is still withheld—from Cook 
because of his determination to bide 
his own time in presenting his evi- 
dence, and from Peary because he is 


still beyond the range of ready com- 


munication and of detailed knowledge 
of the various claims and conflicts. 
Dr. Cook appeared Thursday at a 
The University 
of Copenhagen conferred upon him the 


degree of Sci. D. (doctor of science), 


thereby recognizing, it is pointed out 
by his friends, in an important official 
manner, his claim to the discovery of 
the Pole. Cook has cancelled his en- 
gagement to lecture before the Geo- 
graphical society of Brussels and will 
reach New York about Sept. 20 or 21. 
Captain Amundson will probably ac- 
company him. 

Dr. Cook's plan to send a ship from 
Copenhagen to Greenland to bring 
back to civilization his two Eskimo 
companions on his exploration trip 
cannot be carried out until next year, 
for Danish officials have informed him 
that it is now too late in the season 
for a trip to Etah. The expedition, it 
is stated, will be made early next 
spring. 

in scientific circles, both in Ameri- 
ca and abroad, the prevailing inclina- 
tion seems to be to await direct word 
from both explorers before arriving 
at a conclusion as to their respective 
achievements, and although a bellig- 
erant attitude is still preserved in the 
two camps, open hostilities are large- 
ly suspended. 

What Bridgman Says 

Sydney, C. B., Sept. 10.—Herbert 
L. Bridgman, secretary of the Peary 
Arctic club, who is to meet Com- 
mander Peary, arrived here last even- 
ing. He said that it was perfectly 
evident that Peary and Harry Whit- 
ney were together for several days 
and that it would be a reasonable de- 
duction that Whitney had informed 
Peary of Cook's claims, and _ that 
Peary would gather all available tes- 
timony to refute the claim, having 
heard the Eskimos’ stories that Cook 
‘had not been out of sight of land.” 

“I do not think,” continued Bridg- 
man, “that Peary is bringing Cook’s 
two Eskimo witnesses or he would 
have mentioned the fact. It would 
not have been an easy thing to bring 
them down, as they might die. Their 
testimony would be no more valuable 
in the United States than as given be- 
fore the members of the Peary party 
while north. 

With regard to the offer of the 
United States coast and _ geodetic 
survey to arbitrate the controversy, 
Bridgman said: 

“I know that Commander Peary will 
be perfectly satisfied to abide by its 
verdict. Peary has a commission 
Irom the survey to take certain ob- 
tervations and data and will submit 
tis results to the board. 

“Cook’s two witnesses,” continued 
Bridgman, “are from 16 to 20 years 
bf age. The other six Eskimos, who 
fleclined to go, returned with Cook’s 
etters to his wife, John R. Bradley 
and Rudolph Francke, dated Cape 
Phonias Hubbard. Peary found that 
‘the letters were not written where 
fated. The Eskimos told of the num- 
oer of sleeps passed since they parted 
company with Cook, but it may be 
that the natives did not tell the truth 
to Peary. It will depend largely on

In 1896 the gas and water works 
df Rhonda, Wales, were taken over 
by the municipality. In order to get 
the taxpayers to consent to this they 
were told that the profits which then 
went to the stockholders would be ap- 
plied toward the reduction of taxes. 
The result has been the exact reverse 
of the prediction, for both plants have 
had deficits which have had to be 
made up by taxation, although no re 
duction has been made in prices. 

In the last year of private owner- 
ship the profit on the gas works was 
10 per cent on the investment. Last 
year there was a loss of $11,425, which 
has to be paid out of taxes and which 
is equivalent to increasing the price 
of gas 8 cents a thousand feet. The 
writer in the Western Mail who gives 
these figures assigns as one of the 
causes that much less gas is made per 
ton of coal than was the case when 
the plant was under private manage- 
ment. The result is the more remark- 
able because there are now six times 
as Many consumers as there were In 
1896. 


Danish Explorers Hard to Deceive | 

Rutland, Vt., Sept. 10.—Both 
Commander Peary and Dr. Cook dis- 
covered the Pole, in the opinion of 
Dr. William Stickney of this city, 
who accompanied Peary as surgeon in 
the expedition of 1897. Stickney says 
that if the Danish people, who are 
more acquainted with Arctic condi- 
tions than any other race on earth, 
accept Cook's story, he thinks that 
other nations should do likewise. 
Denmark owns Greenland and a vast 
frozen territory at the top of the 
earth and Danish explorers, accord- 
ing to Stickney, would not be easily 
geceived. 

Regarding Peary Stickney says that 
he is more familiar with the conditions 
in the far north than any other man. 
Peary, he says, is a man of pleasant 
demeanor, but is inclined to be of a 
quick temperament. The doctor 
thinks that Peary regards the Arctic

Wise Counsel. 

In 1905 Norwich, Conn., purchased 
the locul gas and electric plants, the 
amount invested being $590,000. Three 
years later the electric generating 
plant was shut down, and a contract 
for current was made with a private 
company. 

When the plants had been under city 
management for a year Martin E. Jen- 
sen, ex-treasurer of the city, stated 
that after allowing every possible cred- 
{t to the city and setting aside only 5 
per cent for depreciation the loss op 
the electric plant for thirteen months 
was $16,723. In closing the article in 
which this statement appeared Mr. 
Jensen wrote: 

“Examination of local municipal ac- 
counting covering a period from 1867 
to 1905 convinced me that cities con- 
ducting their affairs through unpaid 
and untrained commissioners run hope- 
lessly into debt because appropriations 
are overspent. I except the gas and 
electrical commissioners who have not 
had time to make history.

In the meantime I prefer to 
believe that the claims of each of 
these distinguished Americans is true. 
Their achievements in the past are 
so great that it does not seem possible 
that either of them would risk his 
reputation in a falsehoold. Anyway, 
the records of their astronomical ob- 
servation will tell their own story.” 


Right About Face 

London, Sept. 10.—The immediate 
effect of the publication of Peary’s 
brief account of his journey here is 
a certain revulsion of feeling in favor 
of Dr. Cook, and the adoption of a 
more judicial and impartial attitude 
toward both explorers.

Signs, Signals and Flags Used by 
the Various Companies. 


COLORS OF THE BIG FUNNELS 


In Some Cases They Are Very Much 
Alike, but the Night Lights Used by 
the Vessels of the Different Lines 
Are Quite Distinctive. 


It is said that but comparatively few 
of the many thousands of persons that 
each year patronize the various lines 
of steamships crossing the Atlantic 
are famillar with th2 various distin- 
guishing signs and siguals employed by 
the vessels of, the respective compa- 
nies. Yet it is a very easy thing to 
tell at a glance to what line any given 
ship belongs—the American line, for 
instance. 

About all that one must remember in 
the case of the vessels of our own line 
is that the funnels are black, each with 
its white band. When you see an At- 
lantic liner at night with a blue light 
forward, a red light amidships and a 
blue light aft you know at once that 
she is of the American line. 

All Cunarders show a red funnel 
with black rings and a black top, 
while the night signals consist of a 
blue light and two roman candles, 
each throwing out six blue balls. 

There are but two of the leading 
transatlantic lines the ships of which 
earry cream colored funnels—the North 
German Lloyd and the Holland-Amer- 
ica lines. The first employs a perfect- 
ly plain funnel without any other 
color than cream, and the latter shows 
a cream funnel with a white band and 
green borders. Signals displayed at 
night by these lines are, in the case of 
the North German Lloyd, two blue red 
lights, one forward and one aft, and, in 
the case of the Holland-America line, a 
green Hght forward and aft, with a 
white light under the bridge. 

Two lines use buff tunnels, the White 
Star and the Hamburg-American, the 
difference between the two being that, 
while the former shows a black top, 
the latter is plain buff throughout. 
White Star night signals are two green 
lights flashed simultaneously. 

Quite a number of lines carry black 
funnels—the American with a white 
band, as mentioned above; the Anchor, 
which is entirely black; the Bristol, 
with a variegated and fancy touch, the 
black smokestack being relieved by a 
white band in the center and a blue 
star in the middle of the white band 
In the regular service of the Hamburg 
American line, as distinguished from 
the express service, we find that the 
color is plain black, while the Red 
Star is black with a white band and 
a black top. 

The Scandinavian-American and the 
Wilson lines have red and black fun- 
nels, black in the first case with a red 
top and red funnel with a black top 
in the second. 

The red funnel of the French line 
has a black top similar to the funnels 
of other lines, but with different pro- 
portions of color. On this line the 
night signals are a blue light forward, 
a white light amidships and a red 
light aft, forming the French tricolor. 

At night the Anchor line of vessels 
shows a white light, then a red. The 
Bristol displays a green light only. 
The Hamburg-American ships for both 
services, regular and express, show 
two red-white-blue lights in quick suc 
cession at the stern. The Red Sta 
displays three red lights, one forward 
one aft and one amidships, all flashed 
together. The Scandinavian line em 
ploys one white-red, followed by one 
red-white light, and the Wilson puts 
out two red lights about sixty feet 
apart. 

It will be observed from the fore 
going that the night signals of all the 
different lines vary, while the funnels 
in some cases are very similar. This, 
however, does not lead to confusion, 
for in determining the line to which 
a vessel belongs one must also take 
into consideration the flag or pennant 
she files. Every line, of course, car 
ries a different “house flag,” as it ts 
called. 

The flag of the Cunard line is red 
with a golden lion in the center, while 
that of the White Star vessels is of 
the same color, but swallowtail ip 
shape and containing a white star 
The house flag of the Red Star line ts 
exactly the same as that of the White 
Star company with the colors reversed 
—fiag white, star red. 

The flag of the Hamburg-American 
line is an elaborate affair—white and 
blue diagonally quartered with a black 
anchor and a yellow shield in the cen. 
ter. The North German Lloyd flag is 
a handsome one, showing a design of 
a key and an anchor crossed in the 
center of a laurel wreath in blue on a 
white field. 

The Atlantic Transport line files a 
pretty flag of red, white and blue hori 
zontal bars, with stars.—Edwin Tor- 
risse in Cincinnati Commercial Trib- 
une.

AUGUST WEATHER. 


Reported by L, A. Wells of the Blue 
Hill Observatory. 


Characteristic summer weather pre- 
vailed during August with normal 

temperatures and about the usual 
total rainfall. The highest tempera- 
ture reached was 93 degrees on the 
8th and the lowest was 47 degrees on 
the 31st. The drought of July con- 
tinued during the first half of August 
but was effectually broken by the 

rains of the 17th and 18th. The total 
rainfall of the month was 4.22 inches 

and fell on nine days. On the 17th 

2.15 inches, or more than half the 
monthly total, was recorded and this 
is the greatest daily rainfall since 
Sept. 29, 1907. 

There was less cloudiness than us- 
ual and the total amount of sunshine 
of 267 hours was 34 hours more than 
the average, while the mean relative 
humidity was the lowest on record for 
August. There was more than the 
customary amount of wind and the 

maximum velocity was 48 miles per 
hour from the northeast on the 17th. 
The prevailing wind direction was 
northwest which is unusual for 
August when it is commonly from the 
southwest. Thunderstorms occurred

Women ticket agents on the Chicago 
elevated road have declined an ad- 
vance in pay. They found that when 
their wages reached $2 a day the com- 
pany proposed getting rid of them and 
employing men in their places. There- 
fore when a small increase was grant- 
ed them that moved them a notch 
nearer the $2 rate and industrial 
death they promptly declined to accept 
the sum offered. Rather than get 
larger pay than common for a week 
or two and then lose their jobs they 
put up cheerfully with what they have 
been getting, in the hope that the job 
will last. Women working in Brock- 
ton shoe factories do not have to sub- 
mit to such competition with men that 
in order to hold their places they have 
to agree to cut prices on their work; 
they have their own duties to perform 
and they receive high wages and in- 
sist on getting them. In this Chicago 
instance is apparently the same old 
story that women have faced for so 
many years ,of being accepted as 
workers simply because they would 
take less wages than men; and they 
&are—in Chicago—content to accept 
work for the lower pay, realizing that 
there is no other way in which they 
can hold their jobs. It is an example 
of how badly some industrial affairs 
in this world work out for both ,the 
women underpaid, and the men driven 
out of jobs because they wouldn't 
work at the prices the elevated peo- 
ple were willing to pay.—Brockton 
Enterprise.

Men on Return Trip

Hattle Harbor, Labrador, (via 
Marconi Wireless, Cape Ray, N. F.) 
Sept. 12.—The steamer Roosevelt, 
bearing the North Polar expedition of 
the Peary Arctic club, parted com- 
pany with the Erik and steamed out 
of Etah Ford late in the afternoon of 
Aug. 18, 1908, setting the — usual 
course for Cape Sabine. We had on 
board twenty-two Eskimo men, sev- 
enteen women, and ten children, 226 
dogs, and some forty-odd walrus. 

From Sape Sabine north there was 
clean open water to Cape Albert, and 
from there scattered ice to a point 
about abreast of Victoria Head, thick 
weather and dense ice bringing us 
some ten or fifteen miles away. 

From here we drifted south some- 
what, only emerging into open water 
and clear weather off Cape Fraser. 

From this point we had a clear run 
through the middle of Robeson chan- 
nel, uninterrupted by either ice or 
fog, to Lady Franklin bay. Here we 
encountered both ice and fog, and af- 
ter working along in search of a prac- 
tical opening we took refuge under 
the north shore of Lincoln bay. Here 
we remained for several days during 
a period of constant and times violent 
northeasteriy winds. 

The Roosevelt Damaged 

Twice we were forced aground by 
the heavy ice; we had our port quar- 
ter rail broken and a hole stove in the 
bulwarks; and twice we pushed out 
in an attempt to get north, but we 
were forced back each time to our 
precarious shelter. 

Within a quarter of an hour of the 
same time we arrived three years be- 
fore—7 a. m., Sept. 5—we reached 
the open water extending beyond 
Cape Sheridan. I put the Roosevelt 
into the only opening in the floe, a 
little north of our position three years 
prior. 

The season was further advanced 
than in 1905; there was more snow 
on the ground, and the new ice inside 
the floe bergs was much thicker. The 
work of discharging the ship was 
commenced at once and rushed to 
completion. The supplies and equip- 
ment we sledged across ice and sea 
and deposited on shore. A house and 
workshop were built of board, cov- 
ered with sails and fitted with stoves, 
and the ship was snug for winter in 
shoal water, where she touched bot- 
tow at low tide. This settlement on 
the stormy shores of the Arctic ocean 
was christened Hubbardville. 

Hunting parties were sent out on 
Sept. 10, and a bear was brought in 
on the 12th, and some deer a day or 
two later. 

Moving the Supplies 

On Sept. 15 the full work of trans- 
porting supplies to Cape Columbia 
was inaugurated. The work of hunt- 
ing and transporting supplies was 
prosecuted continuously by the mem- 
bers of the party and the Eskimos 
until Nov. 5, when the supplies for 
the spring sledge trip had been re- 
moved from winter quarters and de- 
posited at various places from Cape 
Colan to Cape Columbia. 

Whe total of all divisions leaving 
the Roosevelt were seven members of 
the party, fifty-nine Eskimos, 143 
fogs and twenty-three sledges. By 
Feb. 27 such of the Cape Colan depot 
ks was needed had been brought up 
to Cape Columbia, the dogs were 
rested and double rationed and har- 
nessed, and the sledges and other 
gear overhauled. 

Hewing Through Ice 

Four months of northerly winds dur- 
ing the fall and winter instead of 
southerly ones, as during the previ- 
ous season, led me to expect less 
épen water than before, but a great 
deal of rough ice, and I was prepared 
to hew a road through the jagged ice 
for the first hundred miles or so, and 
then cross the big lead. 

On the last day of February Bart- 
lett, with his pioneer division, ac- 
complished this, and his division got 
away due north over the ice on March 
1. The remainder of the party got 


lowed an hour later. 

The party now comprised seven 
members of the expedition, seventeen 
Eskimos, 133 dogs and nineteen 
sledges. One Eskimo and seven dogs 
had gone to pieces. 

A strong easterly wind, drifting 
snow, and temperature in the minus 
marked our departure from the camp 
at Cape Columbia, which I had 
christened Crane City. In the sec- 
ond march we passed the British 
record made by Markham in May, 
1876—82.20—and were stopped by 
open water, which had been formed 
by the wind after Bartlett passed. In 
this march we negotiated the lead and 
reached Bartlett's third camp. Borup 
had gone back from here, but missed 
his way, owing to the faulting of the 
trail by the movement of the ice. 

Marvin came back also for more 
fuel and alcohol. The wind continued 
forming open water all about us. At 
the end of the fourth march we came 
upon Bartlett, who had been stopped 
by a wide lake of open water. We re- 
mained here from March 4 to-March 
11. 

At noon of March 5 the sun, red and 
shaped like a football by excessed re- 
flection, just raised itself above the 
horizon for a few minutes, and then 
disappeared again. It was the first 
time I had seen it since Oct. 1. 


Across 84th Parallel 


Fortunately, on March 11 the lead 
was practicable, and leaving a note 
for Marvin and Borup to push on after 
us by forced marches, we proceeded 
northward. The sounding of he lead 
gave 110 fathoms. During this march 
we crossed the 84th parallel and trav- 
ersed a succession of just-frozen leads 
from a few hundred yards to a mile in 
width. This march was really simple. 

On the 14th we got free of the leads 
and came on decent going. The tem- 
perature was 59 below. 

The following morning I sent Han- 
sen with his division north to pioneer 
a trail for five marches, and Dr. 
Goodsell, according to the program, 
started back to Cape Columbia. At 
night Marvin and Borup came spin- 
ning in with their men and dogs 
steaming in the bitter air like a squad- 
ron of battleships. Their arrival re- 
lieved me of all anxiety as to our oil 
supply. 

In the morning I discovered that 
MeMillan’'s foot was badly frostbitten. 
A glance at the injury showed me that 
the only thing was to send him back 
to Cape Columbia at once. The ar- 
rival of Marvin and Borup enabled me 
to spare sufficient men and dogs to 
go back with him. 

This early loss of McMillan was ge- 
riously disappointing to me. I had 
confidence in him for at least the 86th 
parallel; but there was no alternative. 

The best sledges and dogs were se- 
lected, and the sledge loads brought 
up to the standard. The sounding 
gave a depth of 325 fathoms. We were 
over the continental shelf, and, as I 
had surmised, the successive leads 
crossed in the fifth and sixth marches 
composed the big lead and marked the 
continental shelf. 


Ice Begins to Move 


On leaving this camp the expedi- 
tion comprised sixteen men, twelve 
sledges and 160 dogs. The next 
march was satisfactory as regards dis- 
tance and character of going. In the 
latter part there were pronounced 
movements in the ice, both visible 
and audible. 

At the end of the tenth march, 
latitude 85.23, Borup turned back in 
command of the second supporting 
party, having traveled a_ distance 
equivalent to Nansen’s distance from 
this far to his farthest north. 

From this point the expedition com- 
prised thirteen men, ten sledges and 
seventy dogs. It was necessary for 
Marvin to take a sledge from here, 
and I put Bartlett and his division in 
advance to pioneer the trail. 

I had no reason to complain of the 
going for the next two marches, 
though for a less experienced party, 
less adaptable sledges, or less per- 
fect equipment it would have been 
an tmpossibility. 


Last Words to Marvin 

At our position at the end of the 
second march Marvin obtained a sat- 
{sfactory sight for latitude in clear 
weather, which placed us at 85.48. 
On the next two marches the going 
improved, and we covered good dis- 
tances. In one of these marches a 
lead delayed us a few hours. The next 
day Marvin obtained another satis- 
factory sight on latitude, which gave 
the position as 86.38, or beyond the 
farthest north of Nansen and Abruzzi, 
and showed that we had covered fifty 
minutes of latitude in three marches. 
In these three marches we had passed 
the Norwegian record of 86.14 by 
Nansen and the Italian record of 86.34 
by Cagni. 

From this point Marvin turned back 
in command of the third supporting 
party. My last words to him were: 
“Be careful of the leads, my boy.” 

The party from this point comprised 
nine men, seven sledges and sixty 
dogs. - . 

The north march was over good go- 
ing, but for the first time since leay- 
Ing land we experienced that condi- 
tion, frequent over these ice fields, of 
a hazy atmosphere in which the light 
Is equal everywhere. ll relief is 
destroyed, and it is impossible to see 
for any distance. 

We were obliged in this march to 
make a detour around an open lead. 
In the next march we encountered the 
heaviest and deepest snow of the 
journey. I came upon Bartlett and 
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nway on Bartlett's trail, and I for- | his party, fagged out and temp-rarily

discouraged by the  heart-racking 
work of making a road. I rallied 
them a bit, lightened their sledges, 
and sent them on encouraged again. 
A Narrow Escape 

During the next march we traveled 
through a thick, low-lying, smoky 
haze drifting over the ice before a 
biting air from the northeast. At the 
end of the march we came upon the 
captain camped beside a wide open 
lead with a dense black water sky 


northwest, north and northeast. We 
built our igloos and turned in, but 
before I had fallen asleep I was 


roused out by a movement of the ice 
and found a startling condition of af- 
fairs— a rapidly widening road of 
black water ran but a few feet from 
our igloos. One of my teams of dogs 
had escaped by only a few feet from 
being dragged by the movement of the 
ice into the water. 

Another team had an equally narrow 
escape from being crushed by the ice 
blocks piled over them. For the rest 
of the night and during the next day 
the ice suffered the torments of the 
damned, surging together, opening 
out, groaning and grinding, while the 
open water belched black smoke like a 
prairie fire. Then the motion ceased; 
the open water closed; the atmosphere 
to the north was cleared, and we 
rushed across before the ice should 
open again. 

The next march gave us a straight 
way of six miles to the north. Then 
came more heavy old floes covered 
with hard snow. This was a good 
long march. 


The next march was also a long 
one. It was Bartlett’s last hit. He 


was very solemn and anxious to go 
further, but the program was for him 
to go back from here in command ot 
the fourth supporting party, and 
there were no supplies for an increase 
in the main party. 


Bartlett’s Far North 

Bartlett took a satisfactory observa- 
tion for latitude in clear weather, and 
obtained for our position 87.45, and 
that showed that the continued north 
wind had robbed us of a number of 
miles of hard-earned distance. 

Bartlett took the observation bere, 
as had Marvin five camps back, part- 
ly to save my eyes, but largely to give 
an independent record and determina- 
tion of our advance. The observa- 
tions completed and two copies made, 
one for him and ther other for me, 
Bartlett started on the back trail in 
command of my fourth supporting 
party, with two Eskimos, one sledge 
and eighteen dogs. 

When he left I felt for a moment 
pangs of regret as he disappeared in 
the distance, but it was only mo- 
mentary. My work was still ahead, 
not in the rear. Bartlett had reason 
to take pride in the fact that he had 
bettered the Italian record by a degree 
and a quarter and had covered a dis- 
tance equal to the entire distance of 
the Italian expedition from Franz Josef 
Land to Cagni’s farthest north. 


The Lucky Five 

With the disappearance of Bartlett 
I turned to the problem before me. 
For success now, in spite of my 
years, I felt in trim—fit for the de- 
mands of the coming days and eager 
to be on the trail. As for my party, 
my equipment and my supplies, I was 
in shape beyond my most sanguine 
dreams of earliest years. My party 
might be regarded as an ideal which 
had now come to realization—as loyal 
and responsive to my will as the fin- 
gers of my right hand. 

Four of them carried the technique 
of dogs, sledges, ice and cold as their 
heritage. Two of them, Hansen and 
Ootah, were my two companions -to 
the farthest point three years before. 
Two others Egingwah and_ Sigloo, 
were in Clark’s division. 

The fifth was a young man who had 
never served before in any expedition, 
but who was, if possible, even more 
willing and eager than the others for 
the princely gifts—a boat, a rifle, a 
shotgun, ammunition, knives, ete.— 
which I had promised to each of them 
who reached the Pole with me; for he 
knew that these riches would enable 
him to wrest from a stubborn father 
the girl whose image filled his hot 
young heart. 


He Plans Five Marches 

I had no fault to find with the con- 
ditions. My dogs were the very best, 
the pick of 133 with which we left 
Columbia. My supplies were ample 
for forty days, and with the reserve 
represented by the dogs themselves 
could be made to last fifty. 

While my men got their loads ready 
for the next marches, I settled on my 
program. I decided that I should 
strain every nerve to make five 
marches of fifteen miles each, crowd- 
ing these marches in such a way ag to 
bring us to the end of the fifth long 
enough before noon to permit the tm- 
mediate taking of an observation for 
latitude. 

Notches In His Belt 


At a little after midnight of April 1, 
after a few hours of sound sleep, I hit 
the trail, leaving the others to break 
up camp and follow. As I climbed the 
pressure ridge back of our igloos | 
set another hole in my belt, the 
third since I started. Every man and 
dog of us was lean and flat-bellied as 
a board, and as hard. 

It was a fine morning. The wind 
of the last two days had subsided, and 
the going was the best and most equa- 
ble of any I had had yet. 

I set a good pace for about ten 
hours. ‘I'wenty-eight miles took me 
well beyond the eighty-eighth paral- 
lel. A few hours’ sleep and we were 


om the trail again. As the going was 
now practically horizontal, we were 
unhampered and could travel as long 


we wished. We made twenty miles in 
ten hours and were half way to the 
eighty-ninth parallel. 

The ice was grinding audibly in ev- 
ery direction, but. no motion was 
visible. Evidently it was settling 
back into equilibrium and probably 
sagging due northward with its re- 
lease from the wind pressure. 

Again there was a few hours’ stop, 
and we hit the trail before midnight. 
The weather and going were even 
better. 

We marched somehing over 
hours, the dogs being often on the 
trot, and made twenty miles. 

Nearing the Goal 

We stopped in sight of the S9th 
parallel, in a temperature of 40 de- 
grees below. Again a scant sleep and 
we were on our way once more and 
across the 89th parallel. 

This march duplicated the previous 
one as to weather and going. The last 
few hours it was on young ice, and 
occasionally the dogs were galloping. 

We made twenty-five miles or 
more, the air, the sky, and the bitter 
wind burning the face till it cracked. 
It was like the great interior ice cap 
of Greenland. Even the natives com- 
plained of the bitter air. It was as 
keen as frozen steel. 

A little longer sleep than the previ- 
ous ones had to be taken here, as we 
were all in need of it. Then on again. 

Ut to this time, with each succes- 
sive march, our fear of an impassable 
lead had increased. But this 
march, by some strange shift of feei- 
ing, this fear fell from me complete- 
ly. The weather was thick but it gave 
me no uneasiness. 

A rise in temperature to 15 below 
reduced the friction of the 
and gave the dogs the appearance of

having caught the spirits of the 
party. 

in twelve hours we made forty 
miles. There was no sign of a lead in 


the march. 
The Pole at Last! 
I had now made my five marches 
and in time for a hasty noon observa- 
tion through a temporary break in the 


clouds, which indicated our position 
as 89.57. I quote an entry from my 
journal, some hours later: 

“The Pole at last! The prize of 
three centuries, my dream and goal 
for twenty years, mine at last! l 


cannot bring myself to realize it. 

“It all seems so simple and common 
place. As Bartlett said when turn- 
ing back, when speaking of his being 
in the exclusive regions which 
mortal had ever penetrated before 

“‘It is just like every day! 

Of course | had many sen 
that made sleep impossible for hours,

despite my utter fatigue—the sensu- 
tions of a lifetime; but I have no 
room for them here. 

The first thirty hours at the Pole 


were spent in taking observations; 
going some ten miles 
camp and some eight 
right of it; in taking photographs, 
planting my flags, depositing my 
records, studying the horizon with my 
telescope for land, 
searching for a practicable 
make a sounding. 

Ten hours after arrival the 
clouds cleared light® breeze 
from our left, and from that time un- 
til our departure in the afternooon of 
April 7 the weather was cloudless and 
flawless. The minimum temperature 
during the thirty hours was 33 below 
the maximum 12.

The Return Journey 

We had reached the goal, 
return was still before us. It 
essential that we reach the land 
fore the next spring tide, and we must 
strain every nerve to do this. 

I had a brief talk with my men. 
From now on it was to be a big travel, 
little sleep, and a hustle every minute. 
We would try, I told them, to double 
march on the return—titat is, that Is 
to start and cover one of our north- 
ward marches, make tea and eat our 
lunch in the igloos, then cover 
other march, eat and sleep a 
hours, and repeat this daily. 

As a matter of fact we nearly did 
this, covering reguarly on our home- 
ward journey five outward marches. 
Just as long as we coulld hold the 
trail we could double our speed, und 
we need waste no in 
new igloos. 

In the afternoon of the 7th we start- 
ed on eur return, having double fed 
the dogs, repaired the sleds for the 
last time, and discarded all our spare 
clothing to lighten the loads. 

Five miles from the Pole a narrow 
crack filled with recent through 
which we able to work a hole 
with a pickaxe, enabled me to make 
a sounding. All my wire, 1500 fath- 
oms, was sent down, but there was no 
bottom. 

While the captain, Marvin, and, 
as I found out Jater, Borup, had been 
delayed by open leads, we seemed to 
bear a patent charm, and at no single 
lead were we delayed more 
couple of hours. 

On April 23 our sledges passed up 
the vertical edge of the glacier fringe 
a little west of Cape Columbia. When 
{the last sledge came up I thought 
|my Eskimos had gone crazy. They 
yelled and called and danced them- 
selves helpless. As Ootah sat down 
on his sledge he remarked in Eskimo: 

The Devil Is Asleep 

“The devil is asleep or having trou- 
bie wit h his wife, or we never should 
have come back so easily.” 
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A few hours later we arrived at 
Crane City, under the bluffs of Cape 
Columbia, and after putting four 
pounds of pemmican into each of tha 
faithful dogs to keep them quiet, we 
had at last our chance to sleep. 

Never shall I forget that sleep at 
Cape Columbia. It was sleep, sleep, 
then turn over and sleep again. Two 
days we spent here in sleeping and 
drying our clothes. Then for the 
ship. Our dogs, like ourselves, had 
not been hungry when we arrived, 
but simply lifeless with fatigue. They 
were different animals now. 

We reached Hecla in one march and 
the Roosevelt in another. When we 
got to the Roosevelt I was staggered 
by the news of the fatal mishap to 
Marvin. He had been either less cau- 
tious or less fortunate than the rest 
of us, and his death emphasized the 
risk to which we had all been 
jected. The rest can be quickly told. 
MeMillan and Borup had started for 
the Greenland coast to deposit caches 
for me. Before | arrived a _ flying 
Eskimo courier from me _ overtook 
them with instructions that the caches 
were no longer needed, and that they 
were to concentrate their energies on 
tidal observations, etc., at Cape Mor- 
ris K. Jessup and north from there 

The Roosevelt’s Cruise 

These instructions were carried out 
and after their return in the latte 
part of May McMillan made 
further tidal observations 
points. The supplies remaining at 
the various caches were brought in, 
and on July 18 the Roosevelt left her 
winter and was driven out 
into the channel and pack of Cape 
Union. 

She fought her way in the 
center of the channel and passed Cape 
Sabine on Aug. 8. We picked up 
Whitney and his party and the stores 
at Etah. We killed seventy-odd wal- 
rus for my Eskimos, whom I landed at 
their homes. We met the Jeanie or 
Saunders island and took over her coal 
and cleared from Cape York on Aug 
26, one month earlier than 1906. 
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On Sept. 5 we arrived at Indian 
Harbor, when the message: “Stars 
and Stripes nailed to. North Pole, 


was sent vibrating southward through 


the crisp Labrador air. 
In conclusion Peary praises. the

Dr. Cook's attitude in withholding 
details of his discovery was attribut- 
ed to his desire not to anticipate the 
publication of his book. “But as soon 
as the other claimant got within 
reach of the wireless,” said the cap- 
tain, “he sent dispatches to every- 
body he could think of, but delayed 
in informing the mother of the unfor- 
tunate Marvin, who perished during 
the expedition. 

“Dr. Cook is but an ordinary phy- 
sician,”’ the speaker continued. “The 
other, being in the navy, is supposed to 
have received the training of a gentle- 
man, yet when Cook heard that Peary 
had discovered the Pole he con- 
gratulated him. When Peary heard 
of Cook's claim, he wired that the 
doctor had handed the public a gold 
brick. Some men dig pits under them- 
selves. 

“There is a mystery in the disap- 
pearance of Mr. Whitney, who is 
coming home with Cook’s papers. I 
think,” Osbon continued, “he got on 
board the Roosevelt, took his letters 
and left for his own ship, the Jeanie, 
because of Peary’s attitude. This 
matter of the Jeanie shows how Peary 
brags. It was heralded that the 
Jeanie was fitted out by the Peary 
Arctic club, when, as a matter of 
fact, the club gave only $1000 and the 
Whitney family contributed $5000.”

After a meeting of the executive 
committee of the Arctic Club. of 
America last night Dr. Stebbins, its 


Chairman, gave the club’s attitude on 
the controversy. 
“The Arctic Club of America,” he 
said, “has nothing to do with the eon- 
troversy over the discovery of the 
Pole. All that the Arctic club recog- 
nizes is that Dr. Cook is the discov- 
erer of the Pole and that Peary 
reached there. Our only desire is to 
honor the discoverer. Neither side 
has proved its case to America, but 
since the Danish government has 
recognized Dr. Cook, we feel that the 
burden of proof now falls on his op- 
ponents. 
“The Arctie club,” Stebbins con- 
tinued, “will present to Cook a gold 
medal, showing in bas-relief Cook 
standing on the top of the globe, wav- 
lng the Stars and Stripes.” 
Preparations to honor Cook are 
more advanced than those for Peary 
because the latter’s arrival is more 
distant and his plans as yet more 
nebulous. Singing societies of Brook- 
lyn have arranged to go down the har- 
bor in a chartered steamer to welcome 
their hero with lyric praise. Bells 
will ring and whistles blow from fac- 
tories, ferries and all the water craft 
of the bay.

SAYS PEARY TOOK STORES 


What Former Boatswain of the Erik 
Has to Add to Controversy 

St. John’s, Sept. 14.—Alan Whit- 
ten, who was boatswain of the Peary 
auxiliary steamer Erik in 1905 and 
again in 1908, adds his quota to the 
Polar controversy. On nis expedi- 
tions he naturally saw much of Peary 
and knew of Peary’s plans. He was 
also in the Erik in the summer of 
1907, when she lay for a week at Syd- 
ney alongside the schooner John R. 
Bradley, in which Dr. Cook was 
starting for the Pole. The Erik that 
year went to Hudson bay for the 
Canadian government. 

Whitten says that the Bradley 
abundantly equipped for Cook's ex- 
pedition, having supplies for at least 
three years. He confirms Cook's 
charge that Peary’s men took Cook's 
provisions, adding that not only did 
the crew of the ship take Cook’s 
stores that were at Etah, but boats 
were sent to Annotok, thirty miles 
distant, to remove Cook’s provisions 
which were stored there.

Whitten admits that he does not 
know whether this removal was by 
arrangement between Rudolph 


Francke, who was left in charge of 
the provisions, and Peary, or Peary’s 
representatives, but he*thipks that 
in any event it was a strange thing 
to do,wein view of the fact that Cook 
Was then away on the ice floes and 
might return and find his provisions 


gone. 

The boatswain also makes the 
Statement that both Cook’s and 
Francke’s collections of ivory and 
skins, some of them very valuable, 
were likewise taken. He says that 


the trouble with Peary’s previous ex- 
peditions had been the lack of sup- 
plies. Instead of remaining away for 
three years, Peary was compelled to 
return after about fifteen months, 
the real reason, Whitten declares, 
being that he did not have enough 
supplies to remain longer. 


PEARY S MEN ANGRY 


Said to Be Almost on Verge of Mutiny 
on the Roosevelt 

Sydney, C. B., Sept. 14.—The 
crew of the gale-bound Roosevelt at 
Battle Harbor are reported in dis- 
patches received here as to be almost 
on the verge of mutiny against Com- 
mander Peary. 

From Captain Bartlett tosthe sail- 
ors, everyone believes he has a griev- 
ance, all of which Herbert Bridgman, 
secretary of the Peary Arctic club, 
declares to be imaginary. 

Many stories discrediting Peary are 
told by members of the expedition. 
The most startling is that Peary 
reached the Pole with but one Hski- 
mo, and it is even hinted that on the 
final lap he dispensed even with this 
witness. 

The feeling against the explorer is 
thought to have been engendered be- 
cause Peary’s plan of campaign ne- 
cessitated sending the men back as 
members of supporting parties. 

To Bartlett this necessity of turn- 
ing back when he had gone as far as 
the 8&th parallel fell as a crushing 
blow to the ambitions of years. 
Friends of Bartlett resent the fact that 
the captain did not get as near the 
Pole as did Matthew Henson, Peary’s 
negro servant. 

As the members of the crew are 
now under some restraint in com- 
menting on their experiences, their 
friends are very anxious to learn their 
entire narratives. 


THE MILLMAN MURDER 


Sheriff Favors Offering Liberal Re- 
Ward For Capture of Slayer 

Detroit, Sept. 14.—Few new de- 
velopments have occurred in the case 
of Maybelle Millman, whose  dis- 
membered body was found in Ecorse 
creek a week ago. Sheriff Gaston is 
looking for a nurse, as she is alleged 
to know something about the case. 

Today the sheriff formally asked 
that the county offer a liberal reward 
for the apprehension or conviction of 
the slayer of the girl. 

The $10,000 bail of Dr. George A. 
Fritch, who was arrested on suspicion 
in connection with the case, was re- 
newed Monday. 


Convicted Under Defective Law 

Washington, Sept. 14.—The su- 
preme court of the United States hay- 
ing declared unconstitutional section 
three of the immigration law of Feb- 
ruary, 1907, under which he was con- 
victed, David Rokoff, convicted at 
Baltimore of harboring and maintain- 
ing an alien woman for immoral pur- 
peses, was pardoned by the president.

which has uncovered a buried city of 
great antiquity. 

A pyramid sixty feet in height and 
nieasuring 200 feet square at the base 
has been exposed. The remains in- 
dicate that the city was built and oc- 
tupied in the time of the Toltecs.

COOK HAS NOT 
BEEN TO POLE 


Peary Says He Is Only White 
Man Entitled to the Honor 


WILL STAND BY STATEMENT 


Assumes a Less Aggressive Attiude 
Toward His Rival, Declaring That 


He Awaits Latter’s Authorized 


Statement—Silent Regarding Charg- 
es That He Took Cook’s Stores— 
Tells Why He Had No White Wit- 
ness When Goal Was Reached—The 
Roosevelt Little the Worse For Her 
Hazardous Trip 


Battle Harbor, Labrador, Sept. 15.

This statement was made to a press 
representative by Commander Robert 
E. Peary in reply to a question on the 
Peary-Cook controversy. Continuing, 
he sald:

I reaffirm, and I will stand by it, but 
I decline to discuss the details of the 
These will come out later.

To 
do so I would be giving out much in- 
formation of which other uses could 
be made. i intend to wait until Dr. 
Cook has issued his full authorized 
statement. 

“Up to the present time there have 
been only newspaper accounts of Dr. 
Cook's alleged Polar trip, and these 
miay or may not be accurrate. When 
Dr. @ook has time to issue a com- 
plete authorized version of his jour- 
ney will be the proper opportunity 
for me to make public the information 
which I have. After that the jury, in

Talked With Cook’s Eskimos 

Bearing on the Cook contreversy, 
Peary was asked: “Are the Eskimos 
who were with Dr. Cook in his dash 
to the Pole on your ship?’ 

“No, but I talked with them.” 

“Have you heard that any Eskimos 
wore ever at the Pole before yours?” 

“No, never. No inducement that 
could be offered them would tempt 
them out on that sea of ice until | 
went there. They knew by experi- 
ence the Hability of the ice breaking 
up and carrying people to death.” 

“Why did you not have a_ white 
witness at the Pole?” 

“Because after a lifetime of effort I 
dearly wanted the honor for myself.” 

Commander Peary declined to dis- 
cuss the charges that he took sup- 
plies at Etah belonging’ to Dr. Cook, 
but declared that Captain Bartlett 
could not throw any light on this 
point because he had not been in 
Greenland since Peary went there 
last. Ragdolph Francke had begged 
piteously to be taken out of Green- 
land. He was suffering from scurvy. 

The Death of Marvin 

Commander Peary spoke feelingly 
of the death of Professor Marvin of 
Cornell university, who, at the head 
of one of the supporting parties, 
broke through a lead of thin ice on 


the return trip. The body was not 
recovered and his personal effects 
were buried in the ice. A_ cross, 


bearing his name, his college and the 
date of his death was erected at Cape 
Sheridan. This is seventy-three miles 
from the point north of Cape Colum- 
bia, where he was drowned. 

The health of the party in general 
was good, according to the statement 
of Dr. Goodsell, the surgeon of the 
expedition. Two Eskimo children 
were born and are still living. There 
was an absence of scurvy, due chiefly 
to the experience of the commander in 
the selection of food and supplies 
necessary for the health and care of 
the party. In addition, there was an 
abundance of fresh meat, which the 
expedition was able to secure through 
Peary’s knowledge of the country. 
Bartlett, Marvin, McMillan and 
Korup suffered from frostbitten feet 
more severely than the others, 

Two Eskimos Disabled 

Two of the Eskimos were disabled 
at Cape Columbia, one Suffering 
from frozen feet and the other from a 
severe inflammation partly due to the 
Same cause. Goodsell gave them sur- 
gical attention and lefi them in their 
igloos until his detachment returned 
from the northern trip. One of the 
disabled Eskimos was hauled on the 
sledges to the shit, at Cape Sheridan, 
a distance of ninety miles.

Vast Territory Unexplored 

Speaking about the unexplored area 
in the Polar regions, Commander 
Peary said that there were 1,000,000 
Square miles of unknown territory 
between the Pole and Behring straits 
previous to his expedition. He had 
not yet figured out by how much that 
quantity was reduced. 

Commander Peary intimated that 
the Roosevelt would not be allowed 
to participate in the Hudson-Fulton 
naval parade if the schooner John R. 
Bradley was similarly honored. The 
Bradley % the vessel upon which Dr. 
Cook made his northern voyage. 

The time of the Roosevelt’s de- 
parture from Battle Harbor is still in- 
definite, and the vessel will reach 
Sydney several days after Cook will 
have joined his wife in New York. 
Thursday or Friday has been set for 
her departure from Battle Harbor.

After a stormy passage up the west 
coast of Newfoundland and through 
the Strait of Belle Isle, from Sydney, 
Cape Breton, the tug bearing the 
press representative arrived at this 
lonely whaling and mission settle- 
ment.

Captain Bartlett invited the Thomas 
to lay alongside and the correspondent 
to come aboard without delay. The 
correspondent clambered over the 
bulwarks and proceeded direct to the 
cabin to meet Commander Peary. 

The commander's greeting was most 
cordial. “This is a new record in 
newspaper enterprise,” he said, “and 
I appreciate the compliment.” 

The correspondent at once began 
questioning the successful explorer 
regarding the merits of Dr. Cook’s 
claim to have reached the Pole. The 
commander declared positively that 
he would not further discuss this sub- 
ject until the main point, whether 
Cook had actually reached the North 
Pole or not, had been decided by oth- 
ers. He then dictated his statement. 


FAMOUS ARCHITECT DEAD 


Charlies McKim Received Many Hon- 
ors at Home and Abroad 

New York, Sept. 15.—Charles F. 
McKim, head of the firm of McKim, 
Mead & White, architects, died sud- 
denly at his country home in St. 
James, L. I., of heart disease. Mc- 
Kim, who was 62 years old, was @ 
Braduate of Harvard and of the 
"Ecole des Beaux Arts, Paris. He had 
received honorary degrees from Har- 
vard, Bowdoin and other colleges. 

McKim’'s death leaves Willlam R. 
Mead as the only surviving member of 
the partnership which the two, witb 
the late Stanford White, formed in 
1879, and which has produced some 
of the most brilliant and important 
architecture, particularly of public 
buildings, in the United States. 

McKim was a member of many 
learned societies, art commissions 
and clubs. In 1903 King Edward 
awarded to him a royal gold medal.

THE PACKARDS 


Historical Address by Elisha 
Packard at Brockton 


Packards from all over New Eng- 
land gathered in Brockton Wednes- 
day at the annual reunion of the des- 
cendants of Samuel Packard. Dinner 
was served at G. A. R. hall at noon, 
President Abbott W. Packard, deliver- 
ing the address of welcome and cited 
some reminiscences of the early days 
of the family. 


XY 
BLISHA PACKARD. 


During the social hour Elisha Pack- 
ard of Quincy the Vice President of 
the association, told where some of 
the Packards were and what they 
were doing he also stated that the 
Quincy Camp of Sons of Veterans was 
named after Col. Abner B. Packard 
of the 4th Massachusetts Regiment. 
He also stated that Packard was 
spelled “Pickard” in France, “Pack- 
ert” in Germany and 


“Paceard” in 
Italy. In discussing family affairs 
with another Packard he discovered 


that his wife’s ancestor, John Beale, 
came over on the same ship ‘with his 
ancestor, Samuel Packard. It was 
quite a singular happening and he is 
glad to know that his wife is “in the 
family.” 

Mr. Packard’s grandmother was the 


mother of 18 children, all of whom 
grew to advanced ages. He also 
learned this at the reunion. 

“I feel sure you will be interested 


ing history of the Packard family and 
as there are many in Quincy of that 
name the history ts of particular lo- 
cal interest. He said: 

“Te feel sure you will be interested 
to learn why Samuel Packard who 
evidently was fairly well-to-do, should 
voluntarily leave the beautiful mother 
country and try to make a new home 
for himself and family in a strange 
land, inhospitable, barren and full of 
savages. 

“After considerabl research we 
find that ‘Rev. Robert Peck, vicar of 
the established church in Hingham, 
England, was removed by Bishop Wren 
for desecrating the chancel, removing 
the altar rails, also for praying in pri- 
vate. Peck thereupon decided to come 
to America where he could do as he 
pleased. A large number of his par- 
ishioners and other sympathizers, in- 
cluding our illustrious ancestor, were 
induced to sell all their belongings at 
great sacrifice and accompany him. 

“Selecting Hingham, which at that 
time had a population of less than 100 
people, it was easy for the brilliant 
Peck to obtain control, and he be- 
came Pastor Hobart’s assistant minis- 
ter—a position he filled until some 
years later, hearing that Wren him- 
self had been removed, and forgotten 
his promise to stick by his friends, 
left them to shift for themselves and 
return to England; assumed the rec- 
torship of his old parish. 

“Soon after his departure Samuel 
Packard who had a large land grant 
in a nearby settlement, now Bridge- 
water, removed thither. And it is a 
fact that of the several thousand 
Packard descendants in America, over 
one-third are residing in southeastern 
Massachusetts which shows they are 
not of a roaming nature, or adventur- 
ers, They like a reasonable amount 
of excitement, but not enough to face 
the dangers of the equator or the 
Arctic regions. They do not seek 
hardship, but can stand any amount if 
necessity requires. They are fond of 
the family and the home, and are sat- 
isfied with a good thing when they 
have it. 

“Packards, are found, however, in 
nearly every part of the country, oc- 
cupying places of trust and busy in 
all the walks of life. We find several 
as professors in colleges, clergymen, 
physicians, dentists, lawyers, ete. 

“In Portland, Me., Dr. Samuel Pack-

ard, his wife Elizabeth, and his inter- 
esting family are perpetuating the old 
names. In New York, Boston, Proyi- 
dence and Brockton, there are several 
of our family who are looked up to 
with great respect. — 

“We find several in most of the 
large cities of the ‘West—perhaps the 
best known are the Packard Motor 
Car Co., Detroit, James W. Packard, 
president. They are building an iyn- 
mense garage and repair shop on 
Packard square, Commonwealth aven- 
ue, Boston. At Fort Wayne, Indiana, 
are the great works of the Packard 
Piano and Organ Co., on Packard 
avenue; also the Packard Music (Pub- 
lishing House and the Packard Mili- 
tary band, the members of which, 
however, are all Germans and are 
probably employes of the piano com- 
pany. In New York City one of the 
largest and best private schools in the 
country is managed by them. 

“Coming nearer home, we all know 
there is no necessity of writing up 
our immediate neighbors. The fact 
of their being present here at this 
time is sufficient evidence of their 
ability to keep up with the proces- 
sion. Politically, we find them gen- 
erally conservative.

Chicago, Sept. 16.—After travers 
ing the two great states of Massachu- 
setts and New York, President Taft 
last night skirted the southern shores 
of Lake Erie on his way to this city, 
which he reached just before noon to- 
day, making his first important stop 
on a 18,000 mile tour of the west and 
south.

were large crowds at the railway sta- 
tions and the president was greeted 
with enthusiastic cheers. 

The day was typical of many that 
are to come, and the president was 
prevailed upon to make a number of 
five-minute speeches from the rear 
platform of his car at points not in- 
cluded in the itinerary. 

In Massachusetts Mr. Taft spoke 
at Worcester, Springfield and Pitts- 
fleld. Ontering New York state the 
president was greeted at Albany by 
Governor Hughes and both made lit- 
tle talks to the depot throng which 
cheered the state and federal execu- 
tives with equal enthusiasm. Gov- 
ernor Hughes became the president's 
guest on the run from Albany to 
Syracuse and had dinner with him on 
the car Mayflower. 

President Taft was in rare good 
humor. He seemed thoroughly happy 
that the journey toward which he has 
been looking for several months had 
at last begun. He thanked those 
who came to greet him in the different 
cities, and said he believed that the 
lond and arduous trip would bring 
him into closer touch with the people 
than any other plan which could be 
devised. Mr. Taft said that the more 
he could see of the country and the 
people during his term of office, the 
better president he would make. On 
behalf of the people of the state of 
New York, Hughes bade the president 
Godspeed and a safe return to his 
duties at Washington. 

Starting from Boston a little after 
in the morning, the president 


especially proficent. In appearance, 
the men are fairly up to the average; 
the women exceptionally interesting 
and capabk. 

“Their patriotism is proved by the 
fact that over 400 served in the Rey- 
olutionary war, and their part in the 
Civil war is one especially to be 
proud of. Several Packards answer- 
ed President Lincoln’s first call for 
troops, “the minutemen,” and assisted 
in saving Fort Monroe, Virginia, to 
the union, it being surrounded by Dis- 
loyalists and garrisoned by less than 
100 regulars. 

“All during the four years’ war 
hundreds of our brethern enlisted in 
the northern army. There is no rec- 
ord of any Packard who wore the 
gray. 

“Time will not permit me to speak 
of their part in the late war with 
Spain, but you may be sure they were 
ever present when duty called.” 

At the election of officers which fol- 
lowed, Elisha Packard was reelected 
vice president. 


Continuing his argument Mr. Long 
said of the railroads: 

“They can and do take care of the 
freight that is at their hand,” he de- 
clared, “but it is none of their busi- 
ness to create the freight. The peo- 
ple themselves must do that.” 

He then pointed out that there are 
a present hundreds of manufacturing 
concerns seeking factory locations in 
Boston, but unable to find them. He 
said that one real estate agent of 
whom he knew ‘had 20 applicants. 

He then unfolded his plan, which 
was for a belt line on the marshes 
and waste land around the city. It 
would, according to his plane, be 42 
miles long. 

“It now takes two weeks to get a 
earload of freight across the city,” he 
said, “or at least it did until quite re- 
cently. There could be terminal fa- 
cilities at the point of connection be- 
tween the belt line and the existing 
railroads, and a car could be deliv- 
ered at any point within a day at a 
cost of about $2 to the terminal com- 
pany.” 

Mr. Long estimated that such a line 
as he advocated would cost in the vi- 
cinity of $5,000,000, but he said that 
by taking a strip of land half a mile 
wide, through the centre of which the 
railroad would run, and upon which 
factories could be ‘built, they could 
wipe out the expense. 

He said that New Orleans and many 
continental cities had solved their 
transportation problem in this way, 
and that, in his opinion, it was about 
the only thing Boston could do if it 
was really in earnest.

HENSON WENT 
FULL DISTANCE 


Poary’s Negro Attendant Says 
He Was at the Pole 
FOUR ESKIMOS WITH THEM 


Personally Assisted In Raising the 
American Flag and Led Cheers For 
Old Glory In the Eskimo Tongue— 
Natives Danced For Joy When Goal 
Was Reached—Three Observations 
Taken During Two Days Spent at 
Journey’s End—Conditions There 
About the Same as Elsewhere In 
Arctic Circle 


Battle Harbor, Labrador, by Wire- 
less Telegraph Via Cape Ray, N. F., 
Sept. 16.— ‘We hoisted the Stars and 
Stripes twNe at the North * Pole,” 
said Matthew Henson, Commander 
Peary’s negro lieutenant and the only 
other civilized man, according to 
Peary, who ever reached the Pole. 

“Having spent eighteen years with 
Commander Peary, and a considerable 
portion of that time in the Arctic,” 
said Henson, “I have acquired a 
knowledge of the dialect of the North- 
ern Greenland Eskimos, who are 
probably superior to any other. It is 
necessary for successful dealing with 
them to study their unwritten lan- 
guage. 

“We arrived at the Pole just before 
noon April 6, the party consisting of 
the commander, myself, four Eskimos 
and thirty-six dogs, divided into two 
detachments equal in number and 
headed respectively by Peary and my- 
self. We had left the last supporting 
party at 87 degrees, 53 minutes, 
where we separated from Captain 
Bartlett, who regretted that he did not 
have a British flag to erect on the ice 
at this spot, so that the photograph 
might show this as the farthest north 
to which the banner of England had 
been advanced. 

“I have kept a personal diary dur- 
ing this historic dash across the ice 
field. Our first task on reaching the 
Pole was to build two igloos, as the 
weather was hazy and prevented ac- 
curate observations to confirm the 
distance traveled from Cape Colum- 
bia. Having completed the snow 
house, we had dinner, which included 
and 
then retired to rest, thus sleeping one 
night at the North Pole. 

Hoisting of Old Glory 

“The Arctic sun was shining when I 
awoke and found the commander al- 
ready up. There was only wind 
enough to blow out the small flags. 
The ensigns were hoisted toward noon 
from tent poles and tied with fish 
lines. 

“We had figured out the distance 
pretty closely and did not go beyond 
the Pole. The flags were up about 
midday April 7 and were not moved 
until late that evening. The haze had 
cleared away early, but we wanted 
some hours to take observations. 
We made three close together. 

“When we first raised the American 
flag its position was behind the ig- 
loos, which, according to our initial 
observations, was the position of the 
Pole, but on taking subsequent ob- 
servations the flag was moved and 
placed 150 yards west of the first 
position, the difference in the obser- 
vations being due perhaps to the mov- 
ing ice. 

“When the flag was placed Com- 
mander Peary exclaimed in English: 
“*We will plant the Stars and Stripes 
at the North Pole.’ 

“In the native language I proposed 
three cheers, which were given in the 
Eskimos’ own tongue. Commander 
Peary shook hands all around and we 
bad a more liberal dinner than usual, 
each man eating as much as he 
pleased. The Eskimos danced about 
and showed great pleasure that the 
Pole at last was reached. For years 
the Eskimos had been trying to reach 
that spot.” 

Henson, who reached the “farthest 
north” with Peary three years ago, 
said that conditions were about the 
same at the Pole.as elsewhere in the 
Arctic circle. All was a solid sea of 
ice, with a two-foot lead of open 
water two miles from the Pole. 

Side by Side With Peary 

Continuing his story Henson said: 
“The report is absolutely untrue that 
I did not go to the Pole. I went the 
whole distance, side by side with the 
commander and just as far as he did.” 

Henson added that he knew that 
some on board did not wish him to get 
to the Pole if they could prevent it, 
but he knew that before he started. 
He also said that he saw Peary write 
the records which were left in the ice. 
All the Eskimos who were with them, 
except one, understood English, and 
one of them could count a hundred. 

“At the Pole,” continued Henson, 
“we could see no open lead, and we 
went no distance beyond the flags. 
The ice near the igloos was at least 
ten feet high and the flags were placed 
on the hummocks twenty feet high. 
The ice on the Pole is about the same 
as on the journey up, all rafted in 
between with small floes. Nearly all 
the winds we had were from the 
northeast. ~ Peary had three: ther- 
mometers and the coldest day was 57 


degrees below zero Fahrenheit. 1!

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Henson learned from the Eskimos 
‘nat for three days in Whale sound 
ast month they saw a cloud of smoke 
and there was an odor like brimstone. 
The natives were greatly frightened 
and Henson thought a new volcano 
had erupted and so informed them. 

Henson made his first trip north in 
1891. He went there because he was 
interested and kept on going year 
after year. Of Peary he spoke in 
terms of highest praise. 

Prefers North Pole to Southland 

Mattthew Henson was born in 
Washington, but lived for a time in 
Florida. He says he prefers the 
North Pole, because it is too warm 
and there are too many mosqutos in 
the south. He is quite proud to be 
the first negro to go the farthest 
north. He says he cares less for 
glory than earning a living for his 
wife in New York. He is in good 
health, but lost twenty pounds in the 
sixty-eight days’ march to the Pole 
and return, and now weighs 135 
pounds, The only frost bites he sus- 
tained were on the cheek and fingers. 

Speaking of the Eskimos, Henson 
said they could draw as good a chart 
of that country as any person. They 
do not know the length of a mile, but 
can estimate distance very exactly. 
To one who knows the language they 
will tell dates within a few days. The 
Eskimo women can reckon just how 
many days the men are out. The 
men cannot take observations, but 
they know what they are taken for. 


HUNT FOR SOUTH POLE 


Scott Expedition Will Endeavor to Get 
Ahead of Peary

The couple were found in bed, the 
husband dead and the wife uncon- 
scious. One gas cock was wide open.

Harriman’s Properly, Real and 
Personal, Goes to Widow 


MAY AMOUNT TO $10,000,000 


Mrs. Harriman Believed to Have Be- 
come the Wealthiest Woman In the 
World—Sons, Daughters and Other 
Relatives Substantially Provided 
For—Doeument Disposing of Vast 
Estate Is Remarkable For Brevity 


New York, Sept. 17.—A hundred 
brief words, weighted each with ap- 
proximately $1,000,000, and contain- 


ing in their entirety the last testa- 
ment of E. H. Harriman, make his 
widow, Mary Averell Harriman, one 


of the wealthiest women in the world. 
It is, perhaps, the briefest will on 
record for the disposal of an estate 
of such magnitude. All his property 
is left to Mrs. Harriman. 


MRS. E, H. HARRIMAN. 


Wall street estimates that Mrs. 
Harriman will inherit in realty and 
personal property between $175,000,- 
000 and $100,000,000. Harriman’s pri- 
vate fortune is supposed to have been 
Greater than this by many millions, 


,; but there is reason to believe that 
his unmarried daughters, Mary and 
Carol, his married daughter, Mrs. 


Robert L. @erry, and his two sons, 
William Averell and Roland, a boy of 
14, together with his surviving sister, 
Mrs. Simons, and other relatives, 
have all been substantially provided 
for in gifts out of hand and trust funds 
set aside by Harriman during his life 
time. 

The will is dated June 8, 1903, and 
is witnessed by Charles A. Peabody, 
president of the Mutual Life Insur- 


ance company, who drew it, and C. 
C. “Legethoff. 
Mrs. Harriman was Miss Mary 


Averell, daughter of A. J. Averell, a 
wealthy banker of Rochester, who 
made his money in the Rome, Water- 
town and Ogdensburg Railroad com- 
pany. She brought her husband 
financial aid in his early struggles in 
the market, when aid was most valu- 
able to him. He never needed it 
again, for his administrative ability 
soon won him the support of Kuhn, 
Loeb & Co., the National City bank 
and the powerful Standard Oil clique. 
Their thirty-six years of married life 
—Mr. Harriman was married in 1873 
—it has always been said, were ideal- 
ly happy. 

On Mrs. Harriman’s shoulders will 
rest the management of the 43,000 
acres of woodland, pasture land and 
fertile black bottoms in the Ramapa 
valley and on the steep sides of Tower 
hill; the completion of the great house 
on which its master had already lav- 
ished $2,500,000 without living to see 
it finished; and those plans of public 
benefaction—parks and forest reser- 
vations—which it is known that Harrl- 
man cherished, though he makes no 
mention of them in his will. 

If the estate measures up to ex- 
pectation, Mrs. Harriman, according 
to common estimate here, is the 
wealthiest woman in the world. Mrs. 
Hetty Green’s holdings have been esti- 
mated at $40,000,000, those of Mrs. 
Frederick C. Penfield, who was Anne 
Weightman of Philadelphia, at $80,- 
000,000, and those of Mrs. Russell 
Sage at a like amount. 

The will was filed Thursday with 
the surrogate of Oraange county at 
Goshen. It will not be appraised un- 
til Mrs. Harriman so orders in due 
course of law as sole executrix. The 
will reads as follows: 

“I, Edward H. Harriman of Arden, 
in the state of New York, do make, 
publish and declare, this as and for 
my last will and testament, that is 
to say: 

“I give, devise and bequeath all of 
my property, real and personal of 
every kind and nature, to my wife, 
Mary W. Harriman, to be hers abso- 
lutely and forever and I do hereby 
nominate and appoint the said Mary 
W. Harriman to be executrix of this 
will, ; 

“In witness whereof I have hereun- 
to set my hand and seal this eighth 
day of June, in the year nineteen

A Great Walker. 
On July 12, 1809, the Newmarket 
bells rang a peal in honor of Captain 
Barclay’s completed walk of a mile in 
vach of 1,000 successive hours. In his 
first week of it he had averaged less 
than fifteen minutes for each mile 
and in the last week more than twen- 
ty-one, and his weight had gone down 
from thirteen stone four pounds to 
eleven stone. But on July 17 he join- 
ed the Walcheren expedition in perfect 
health as aid-de-camp to the Marquis 
of Huntly. Captain Barclay, who was 
a Bavclay of Ury and unsuccessfully 
claimed three Scottish earldoms, had 
performed wonderful feats before the 
Newmarket walk. In 1801 he walked 
110 miles in nineteen hours in a mud- 
dy park. In 1808 he rose one morn- 
Ing at 5, walked thirty miles grouse 
shooting, dined at 5 p. m.,, walked 
sixty miles to his house at Ury in 
eleven hours, did some business and 
walked sixteen miles to dance at a 
ball, walked home by 7 a. m. and spent 
the day partridge shooting—in all 130 
miles without sleep for two nights 
and three days, At twenty he could 
lift half a ton.—St. James’ Gazette. 


Not Afraid. 

Personal courage invests its owner 
with a yyetection beyond that afforded 
by outside forces. An illustration of 
this Is recorded by General William F. 
Draper in his “Recollections of a Va- 
ried Career,” where he gives this in- 
cident: 

In 1864 Colonel Daniels of the Sev- 
enth Rhode Island became unpopular 
with some of his command, and a 
rumor spread that he would be shot 
at the next engagement. He heard of 
it. It was customary when guns had 
been loaded for some time to bave 
them discharged into some convenient 
bank, and Colonel Daniels took advan- 
tage of this. Marching his regiment 
out with loaded rifles, he faced them 
toward a suitable elevation, and, tak- 
ing position on the top of it and in 
front of them as at dress parade, he 
gave the commands, “Ready!” “Aim!” 
“Fire!” and the pieces were discharg- 
ed. 

Needless to say, any man could have 
shot him with little danger of discov- 
ery, and, needless to say, also, none of 
them did. ‘There were no more threats 
of that kind in his regiment. 


Europe’s Dirtiest Town. 

All travelers should shun Boryslaw, 
In Galicia—“the back of Europe”’— 
truthfully called the dirtiest place in 
Europe. It is the ofl trade center and 
is decidedly not beautiful. In the main 
street all the houses have been built 
mine refuse, and most of them 
have sunk below the level of the 
street. In fact, there {s not a solid 
briek or stone building in the whole 
of the town, and many of the houses 
are in a state of partial or entire col- 


on 


lapse. Unrefined petroleum is every- 
where. It gets into everything—food 
and clothing—and the atmosphere 
reeks of it. Along one side of the 


main street is a raised wooden pave- 
ment, and beneath it is an oily ditch. 
Boryslaw’s main waterway is a nar- 
row, sluggish, oily stream. On its 
banks the town’s refuse is cast, and 
the market booths are erected along- 
side, while the local washerwomen— 
though from external appearances one 
would judge that laundresses did not 
exist there at all—do their washing in 
its olly depths.

MILES OF POLE 


Captain Bartlett of the Roose- 
velt Obtains British Record 


TURNED BACK WITH REGRET 


Soundings of Sea In One Place Dis- 
closed Depth of 2000 Fathoms With- 
out Bottom—No Divine Service on 
Board Ship—Trout and Musk Oxen 
Pientiful—Many ‘Trophies Brought 
Back by Explorers 


Battle Harbor, Labrador, Sept. 17. 
—Captain Bartlett of the steamer 
Roosevelt intends to go to Cornell 
university to study civil engineering. 
He enjoys the distinction of having 
been nearer the North Pole than any 
other white man of the party except 
Commander Peary. He commanded 
Peary’s last supporting party and 
shook hands with Peary and bade him 
goodbye and good luck 127 miles from 
the Pole. 

Captain Bartlett was very sorry to 
turn back. At Peary’s request he 
took and recorded the observation 
at 87.53, wrote his certificate and 
made copies of both papers. He gave 
one copy to Peary and retained the 
other. The captain has sent his 
records and his diary to his mother in 
Newfoundland. 

“The last observation, other than 
those made by the commander him- 
self, was made by me,” said Bartlett. 
“I could realize that were at last so 
near the Pole, I wrote the record of 
that observation with the closest at- 
tention. 

“After parting company with Peary, 
I did not immediately turn back, but 
continued onward for six miles to al- 
low tor the ice movement and to make 
sure that I really had obtained the 
British record. Then, with two Eski- 
mos, one sledge and eighteen dogs, I 
turned south and started on the home- 
ward journey, sad at heart that it was 
not my fortune to be able to go on 
with the commander. But | was in 
his hands, to go when and where he 
directed. 

“The return trip to Cape Columbia 
was uneventful. Two dogs were 
killed and thrown to the rest of the 
pack. When the whole party had re- 
assembled we found the Roosevelt in 
good condition, and averaged six 
knots on the trip south.” 

Captain Bartlett made the interest- 
ing statement that one of his soundings 
well on towards the Pole disclosed a 
depth of 2000 fathoms without bottom. 
At another point 1200 fathoms were 
let down and bottom was not reached. 
In still another, mud from the sea 
floor was brought up at 1000 fathoms. 
It will be subjected to microscopic 
examination. 

Asked at what point farthest north 
he had seen the Bible Bartlett said 
that there may have been a copy on 
the Roosevelt, but divine service was 
not held on board. No missionaries 
were met among the north Greenland 
tribes, who, he said, have never been 
Christianized and never heard of a 
Bible. 

Professor McMillan, whose feet 
were badly frostbitten and whd re- 
luctantly consented to be sent back 
to winter headquarters, is now well 
and strong. McMillan says that there 
are wonderful trout lakes in the north 
and musk oxen in thousands. Accord- 
ing to the natives, they had _ shot 
musk oxen throughout the winter, 
showing that they do not migrate. 
McMillan gathered specimens of bird 
life in greater variety and number 
than previous Arctic expeditions. Not 
less than twenty-five different varie- 
tles of birds were seen north of the 
82nd parallel. He has already pre- 
pared many specimens. He also has 
many eggs of a variety never before 
found. 

There are two young foxes on the 
Roosevelt, which is filled with stuffed 
birds, heads, horns and other tro- 
phies. One of the Eskimo dogs which 
went to the Pole with Peary is be- 
ing taken to the United States for 
breeding purposes.

Pittsburg, Sept. 18.—The second 
strike of workmen employed at the 
plant of the Pressed Steel Car com- 
pany was brought to an abrupt end. 
The climax was remarkable in the 
history of industrial disputes. 

Having notified the foreigners that 
they intended to march into the mill 
carrying the Stars and Stripes, 2000 
American workmen, who were not 
favorable to the strike, started to- 
ward the big plant. 

On the way 1300 Croatians and 600 
Italians joined the Americans. When 
the gates were reached 1000 Slavs, 
Russians ahd Poles who had threat- 
ened trouble in the event any of the 
men attempted to enter the works, 
fell into line and entered the plant. 

Anticipated disorder failed to ma- 
terialize and the strike was over.

THE DANGEROUS FLY. 


Flies are the most dangerous insects 
we have. They are much more dan- 
gerous than bees or hornets; these 
may sting you, and the sting is pain- 
ful, ‘but you soon get over the pain. 
Flies do much more harm than this. 
They walk over filthy places like 
sewers and garbage cans, and after 
eating the filthy food which they find 
there, they come into your house and 
walk on the food you eat, carrying on 
tagir feet the tiny germs which live 
in filth just as you live in a house. 
These germs are not only filthy and 
disgusting, but many of them cause 
such diseases as typhoid fever, cholera 
infantum and summer complaint. 
When the flies bring them from some 
dirty place to your food or leave some 
of them when they crawl on your face 
or hands, you may swallow these 
germs without knowing it and be taken 
ill with one of these diseases. So 
the fly that seems so harmless may do 
you much more harm than a bee or 
a hornet. 

Children may help to keep flies from 
swarming in and around houses, and 
from carrying germs of sickness from 
one person to another. In the first 
place, they should not buy candy, 
fruit or other food which is left in 
front of stores or anywhere else where 
flies may feed and walk on it. Flies 
lay their eggs chiefly in stable manure 
and if this is left without screens or 
other covers to keep the files away, 
great numbers will be hatched in every 
stable. If you know of stores where 
food is not covered from flies, or of 
stables that have swarms of them 
around, write to the Board of Health 
and the Board should make the store- 
keepers or stablemen obey its rules. 

If you and all the people you know 
will follow this advice, there will not 
be so many flies and there will not be 
nearly so much sickness and death, 
especially among children, as now. 


—The water department finds that 
there are only 552 vacant tenements 
in Brockton, or 4 per cent. of the to- 
tal number. This is a better showing 
than some people had expected. The 
figures of the board show a population 
of over 52,000, not counting those who 
may live in hotels, business blocks 
and the like, and there is a consider- 
able number of such people in Brock- 
ton. The population by the water 
board’s canvass is not as high as that 
figured by the State board of health, 
who figure that Brockton has 55,000 
and more. The number in hotels and 
lodging in blocks would make a very 
considerable addition to the water 
board’s 52,000.—Brockton Dnterprise.

SPLIT SWITCH 
DERAILS CAR 


{Bad Accident to Train at 


Braintree This Morning 


There was a bad acident at South 


Braintree this morning when the rear 


elected | Car of the 9.03 train for Boston spilt a 


switch and jumped the track. There 
were three people in the car at the 
time and they were all injured. One 
woman in the car ahead was also bad- 
ly shaken up. Those injured were 
William Cheeseman of Randolph, who 
had his leg and arm broken and was 
injured about the body; 
Frank Pratt of South Braintree, the 
ticket collector on the car was also 
severely injured, badly shaken up, and 
had numerous bruises about the body. 
There was another man who as near 
as could be ascertained was a brake- 
man on the car and he was cut about 
the face and hands as he jumped from 
the car. Mrs. W. D. Holmes of South 
Braintree was in the coach just for- 
ward of the wrecked car and being 
an old lady suffered a severe 
shock and was hurt about the ¢aces. 

Doctors Dearing, Sullivan and Brett 
were on the scene of the accident as 
soon as possible after it occurred and 
attended the wounded persons 

It was said that the cause of the 
accident was a split switch. The 
train which comes from Taunton 
stopped at South Braintree as usual 
to take on extra cars. Car number 
235 was the only car attached and the 
train started for Boston. About an 
eighth of a mile from the South 
Braintree station, while the train was 
going 25 or 30 miles an hour, it passed 
over a switch. The front truck of the 
rear car, took the switch clean but the 
rear truck split the switch and In a 
moment the train was tearing on its 
way to Boston with the rear car run- 
ning sideways on the two tracks and 
rocking to and fro. The engineer in 
the meantime knew nothing of the 
accident and the speed of the train 
remained unchanged while the three 
men in the rear car tried to keep their 
wits about them not knowing what was 
coming next For 900 feet the train 
continued in this manner and then the 
car smashed Into the switch engine 
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track next to that which the car was 
coming down. ‘Engineer George Wil- 
liams well known for his ‘brave acts 
Who was in the cab of this engine 
saw that the engineer of the other 
train did not know of the danger to 
his train and he blew four whistles 
for “down brakes” to warn him. Then 
he jumped with his fireman just as 
the derailed coach struck the engine. 
The shock threw the car over on its 
side where it lay a mangled mass with 
the rear trucks gone completely, the 
inside of the car laid open and the 
flooring, seats smashed into splinters, 
and piled together in the center of the 
car. The passengers were helped out 
of the wreckage and the doctors who 
had by this time arrived on the scene 
attended them and they were conveyed 


The switcher was badly damaged 
and had the engineer and firemen been 
a little tardy in getting out of the 
way they undoubtedly would have been 
killed. Engineer Williams who sig- 
nalled for the other engineer to apply 
the brakes is the man who saved Mrs.

To this better knowledge and surer 
insight is mainly due the progress 
Which forestry has made in the past 
year. Unprecendented forest fires 
served a similar purpose, so that the 
lesson which they taught, in spite of 
its terrific cost, will probably pay for 
itself. With a unanimity never before 


parallelled the people of the country 
are demanding that a stop be put to 
forest waste and destruction. 

“The more striking lines of advance- 


ment in forestry in 1908 were the fol- 
lowing: 
“Through appropriate educational 


channels, public interest in forest 
problems was secured more directly 
and effectively than ever before. Es- 
pecially valuable was the work be- 
gun in the schools, from the primary 
grades to the colleges. The press 
aided materially in making clear the 
need and purpose of forest conserva- 
tion. 

“The management of the national 


forests was more scientific, and at the 
same time more satisfactory from a 
business point of view and more use- 
ful to the public, than ever before. 

‘The states displayed a keener in- 
terest arid a livelier activity in for- 
est matters, and state legislatures 
either passed or considered bills in 
which advanced provisions were made 
for forest protection from fire and un- 
just taxation and for regulating 
use of private forest property in 
interest of the public welfare. 

“A partial census taken among pri- 
vate forest owners furnished proof 
that the practice of private forestry 
is extending more rapidly than was 
supposed, particularly among those 
who in their businesses are themselves 
users of forest products.”

It will probably be to many 
to learn that under a new law, which 
goes into effect Jan. 1, 1910 it will be

unlawful for any person to issue a 
check for a less sum than $1. The 
penalty for violation of the law is a 
lfine of $500 or imprisonment for six 
|months. The new law is found under 
| section 178 of the penal law, ap- 


proved March 4, 1909. 

The section in question reads:— 

“No person shall make, issue, cir- 
culate or pay out any note, check, 
memorandum, token or other obliga- 
/tion for a less sum than $1 intended 
circulate money, or to be re- 
| ceived or used in lieu of lawful money 
of the United States,” 

Many people are in the habit of pay- 
ing all bills, no matter how small by 
check, with the result that many pro- 
tests have received from mer- 
chants and retail houses of all kinds.

Some men have no more conception 
of religious life than simply attending 
church, Religious life, said Rev. Mills 
is more than worship, it is service. 
“Don’t rely upon reason,” he said, “as 


a cause for your religious life. No 
science is founded upon reason. In 
the last analysis the scientist gets 


down to the woman's argument  be- 
cause. Religion is as eternal as hu- 
manity. Even Cook and Peary in the 
frozen North found Eskimos who 
prayed. 

“Long before the times of Christ 
and Columbus the Indians in this 
county sent one of their maidens in 
a canoe over the falls as a sacrifice to 
their Deity. Religion is not made but 
springs out and all one needs to say is 


‘I believe because.’ ” 
Following the speaker, reports of 
the secretary and treasurer of the 


union were read and the roll call of 
the various leagues answered. 

In response to an invitation from 
the Neponset church it was voted to 
hold the next meeting of the union at 
that place.

But impressive as the naval parades 
will be, and will be the 
pageants, there is no question but 
that the greatest popular interest at- 
taches to the airship flights that will 
be made from Governor's island some 
time during the first week of the cele- 
bration. 

Just what the perfomances will be 
must depend on the conditions of the 
atmosphere and the willingness of the 
aviators, but the program calls for a 
flight from Governor's island up the 
North river, across Manhattan island 
in the neighborhood of Spuyten Duyvil 
and down the East river, under or 
over the four great bridgesS that now 
span if, back to the starting point. 

Nothing so daring before has even 
been contemplated, but both Wilbur 
Wright and Glenn H. Curtiss, his 
most formidable American competitor, 
have signed contracts to attempt at 
least as much of it as their judgment 
will arrant. 

The Illuminations 

Busy as will be the days, the nights 
will be, perhaps, even .more beauti- 
ful. For a week during the Hudson- 
Fulton celebration the city of New 
York in all its boroughs will be the 
most brilliantly illuminated in the 
world. It is estimated conservatively 
that, in addition to the regular light- 
ing of the city and exclusive of the 
contracts placed by private firms for 
advertising display, there will burst 
into blaze tonight 26;260,000 candle 
power.

ALEXANDER’S SNAKE. 


A Story of Magic and Credulity In the 
Olden Days. 


No snake that ever lived won greater | 
| fame for the time than Alexander’s. 
Talk about the Massachusetts girl Lucian tells the story. Apollonius, a 
| master of the magic arts, had many 


disciples, among whom was a practic- 
ing physician who lived in Abouoti- 
chus, a smal! town on the shore of the 
Black sea. There Alexander was born 
of humble parentage and imbibed from 


the old doctor all that he had learned | 
| from Apollonius of medicine and mag- 


ic. He was a lad of striking appear- 


ance, tall, handsome, with a fine head | 
of hair, lustrous brown eyes and a} 


voice sweet and limpid. “God grant,” 
wrote Lucian, who knew him, “that I 
may never meet with such another. 
His coming was wonderful, his dex- 
terity matchless His eagerness for 
knowledge, his capacity for learning 


and power of memory were equally; 


extraordinary.” 

Such was the well favored young 
peasant who sallied forth from his na- | 
tive town in search of fame and for- 


and somewhat of a juggler. The two 
rogues joined forces and meandered 
about telling fortunes. Arriving at 
Pella, they found a great number of 
huge, harmless snakes which lived in 
the houses, played and slept with the 


children and destroyed poisonous rats. | 


Alexander promptly purchased one of 
the largest, a veritable monster, so 
tame that it would coil about his body | 
and remain in any desired position. 
Then he made a human face for it out 
of linen, painted it ingeniously and 
shaped it so that the mouth would 
open and shut by an arrangement of 
horsehair, letting the forked tongue 
shoot in and out at the will of the 
master. Having no further use for 
Coconnas, he either administered poi- 
son to him or let him die from some 
infection and returned with his snake 
to his native town. There he declared 
himself a prophet and announced that 
the god Aesculapius was about to ap- 
pear. The people were credulous, ex- 
citable and eager for a new divinity. 

When the great day arrived Alexan- 
der pretended to discover in a puddle 
of water a goose egg which he had 
placed there after removing the con- 
tents, substituting a small embryo 
snake just born and carefully sealing 
the shell with wax. When the multitude 
had gathered he broke the shell and 
produced the tiny creature, which in 
a few moments grew to be the monster 
from Pella by the simple process of 
substitution. Thereafter the big snake 
believed to be Aesculapius, led a busy 
life. He gave seances, told fortunes in 
writing and even spoke freely, witb 
the aid of the pri praia ventriloquial 
powers. Alexander grew rich and pow- 
erful, kept a small army of retainers 
and spies, wielded no little influence 
over the government even at Rome and 
died at a ripe old age in the fullness of 
his renown. What became of the snake 
nobody knows. Probably at the last 
the prophet dispatched the faithful 
creature to prevent the discovery of bis 
deception after his death —George Har 
vey in North American Review.

| Labor Vote Very Much Divided Over 


Governorship—Large Element Fa- 
vors Governor Draper — Suffolk 
County District Attorneyship 


The present time is a period when 
the various contests throughout the 
state are assuming shape and fore- 
shadow the result of the conventions. 
With the caucuses this week and the 
conventions next week, the sharp 
work of the campaign will soon be 
here. 

There is, however, comparatively 
little in the way of new developments 
since last week. The caucuses are 
over and the air is full of claims of 
candidates which will be verified or 
disproved shortly by the results of the 
various conventions. 

There is a good deal of interest in 
the income tax proposition. If the 
Massachusetts legislature of 1910 
adopts the resolution for the amend- 


| ment of the federal constitution in such 


a manner as to permit the imposition 
of an income tax upon persons and 
corporations in the various states 
without regard to state population or 
pro rata apportionment, then a feder- 


!al income tax law will undoubtedly 


be passed by the next session of con- 
gress and put in force forthwith. That 


| will mean that the wealthy states like 


New York, Pennsylvania, Massachu- 
setts, Rhode Island, Connecticut 
and Illinois will pay a greater sum 
than all other states in the union, 
probably twice as much. 

May Impose Income Tax Now 

Congress at the present time is per- 
mitted by the constitution to levy an 
income tax pro rata upon the states 
or according to the population. This 
right has been exercised once; that 
was during the Civil War. It was 
relinquished after the war was over. 
There are a great many people in the 
state who are convinced congress 
ought to have this right in times of 
war or during great emergencies, but 
who deprecate any action which 
would give congress the power to levy 
such a tax at other times. 

That is the reason why the makeup 
of the next legislature is considered 
extremely important. Those who fav- 
or the income tax proposition are 
scrutinizing . sharply the candidates 
| for the house and senate on both sides 
the political fence.

Republicans Not Committed to Tax 

The Republican party is not com- 
mitted to the income tax by any party 
declaration, but President Taft favors 
it and there are some few of the Re- 
publican leaders who follow him, 
though the greater number by far 
seems to be in Opposition to this prop- 
osition Assuming that the Demo- 
crats will elect seventy to seventy- 
five members of the house and ten 
members of the senate, which is a 
liberal estimate, it would be neces- 
sary for the promoters of the income 


| tax to secure the support of some- 


thing like forty-five Republican mem- 
bers of the house and ten or eleven 
members of the senate in order to 
secure the passage of this resolution. 
It is possible that this may be ac- 
complished, but the chances today do 
not seem to favor it 
Split In Labor Vote 

There is very little change in the 
situation so far as the governorship 
is concerned except that the labor 
vote in the state is likely to be more 
widely split this year than ever be- 
fore since the state branch of the| 
American Federation of Labor first| 
came out in opposition to Gove ror j 
Draper.

Neponset Bridge Has Been 
Condemned by Engineers 


Engineers have condemned the Ne- 
ponset bridge between Quincy and 
Neponset as being unsafe and it Is 
probable that a joint committee of the 
Quincy und Boston City Councils will 
be appvuinted in the near future to ar- 
range for a new structure. 

The present ‘bridge was erected 
twenty-five years ago and has been 
the principal route of traffic between 
the south shore and Boston for wag- 
ons and other vehicles. The Quincy 
end of the bridge is in fairly good 
condition and would last, for at least 
ten years more. The ‘Boston end 
however is not only considerably nar- 
rower than the Quincy end, but is 
in bad repair. The draw which is on 
the Boston side, is in very bad con- 
dition and about half of it has been 
closed to travel for some weeks. This 
has been fenced off and vehicles and 
foot passengers and electric cars have 
to cross over a narrow passage. The 
result is that there is much interfer- 
ence with traffic.

CITY JAMMED 
WITH VISITORS 


Will Spend Twenty-Five Million 
Dollars In New York 


EXCURSION STEAMERS BUSY 


Water Front and Churches Crowded 
With Carnival Sightseers—Wright 
and Curtis Ready to Give Exhibi- 
tion Flights—Some Difficult Stunts of 
Scientific Nature Will Be Attempted 
by Both the Noted Aviators 


New York, Sept. 27.—The sailor- 
men of eight nations—England, Ger- 
many, France, Italy, Holland, Mex- 


ico, Argentine and the United States 
—wandering along the streets of New 
York Sunday, mingling with visitors 
from north, south, east and west in 
the first day of rest after the bril- 
liant opening of the Hudson-Fulton 
celebration. 

Beginning at noon, Riverside Drive, 
a vantage point affording a magnifi- 
cent view of the anchored armada of 
battleships, began to fill up rapidly 
and at 3 o'clock was again uncom- 
fortably crowded, although there was 
no organized naval parade Sunday. 

The Half Moon and the Clermont 
lay quietly at their anchorages, where 
they will remain until the naval 
parade parade of Oct. 1, when both 
little pioneers, escorted by the light- 
draft warships and followed by the 
merchant fleet again, will sail up 
stream to Newburgh, where they will 
be turned over to the Albany upstate 
division of the celebration. 

But circling about the fleet of bat- 
tleships Sunday there was an almost 
unbroken line of deep sea excursion 
steamers, jammed to the rails and 
listing heavily to one side with the 
pressure of the crowds. At the same 
time a scurrying flotilla of motor 
boats was bobbing about on _ the 
roughened waters of the river, carry- 
ing visitors to and from those battle- 


ships which were receiving for the 
day. 
American officers spoke of the 


splendid appearance presented by the 
British flagship Inflexible. 

Special Hudson-Fulton — services 
were conducted in all of the churches. 
Forms of prayer prescribed for the 
occasion by Bishop Greer of the Epis- 
copal church and by Archbishop Far- 
ley of the Roman Catholic church 
were read in every parish of their dio- 
ceses. Many who could not get into 
Old Trinity crowded the church yard 
to view the garlanded grave of Rob- 
ert Fulton. 

Rev. Dr. McArthur of the Cavalry 
Baptist church said in anticipation of 
the aerial flights: “You smiled yester- 
day when you saw the Half Moon and 
the Clermont and compared with them 
the great ships of today, but the day 
is coming when our great steamships 
now encircling the globe will be as in- 
significant with the airships soon to 
navigate the skies as are the ships of 
a century ago when compared with 
ours.” 

Twenty-five million dollars com- 
petent authorities estimate as the sum 
in round figures that out-of-town 
visitors to the celebration will leave 
in New York. Hotel proprietors 
familiar with the general situation 
set 600,000 for the number of guests 
now housed under their roofs, and in 
more modest lodging houses and even 
in single rooms in flats let out for the 
week by their thrifty tenants, it seems 
safe to say there are 400,000 more. 
Allowing for possible exaggeration, it 
seems safe to estimate the entire out- 
of-town crowd at between 800,000 and 
1,000,000. 

The aeroplanes of Wilbur Wright 
and Glenn H. Curtiss, which will 
bring a phase of the utmost modern- 
ism into the Hudson-Fulton celebra- 
tion, rest in their sheds on Govern- 
or’s island, practically ready to soar 
forth to demonstrate the conquest of 
the air, as Hudson and Fulton over- 
came the perils of water navigation. 

Both aviators may attempt flights 
today, but as the two aeroplanes are 
of different type there will be no con- 
test between them. Their pilots will 
seek rather to demonstrate that they 
have perfect control of their ma- 
chines. In short, it will be an exhibi- 
tion of scientific accuracy in aeroplan- 
ing—soaring, gliding and turning like 
the birds. 

In one of his first flights Curtiss will 
attempt to cross the bay and circle the 
statue of Liberty. Also he may at- 
tempt some experiments in the matter 
of speed, for which he holds the

Wright says that besides essaying 
sharp turns of more or less of a scien- 
tific nature, he will, if the opportunity 
presents itself, try to glide with the 
motor stopped. As the machine falls 
at the average rate of one foot for 
every eight which it travels forward, 
Wright hopes to demonstrate its 
equilibrum. He expects to make his 
first preliminary flight this afternoon. 

Curtiss is planning to equip his 
aeroplane with two pontoons so that 
he will be able to alight on the water. 
If weather conditions are favorable he 
may continue experiments in rising 
from the water in an effort to demon- 
strate the utility of the aeroplane for 
the navy. The presence of the large 
fleet in New York harbor at this time 


would add interest to such experi- 
ments,

Attorneys for Jordan have appealed 
for a new trial on the ground of the 
alleged insanity of White, who is now 
in an asylum. Witnesses told of 
White’s strange actions in the days 
immediately following the close of the 
Jordan trial.

ago Theodore Roosevelt, then presi- 
dent, preached a long sermon on right | 


living and the duties of good citizen- 
ship, President Taft faced an im- 
mense audience which he said inspired 
him to try to follow in the footsteps 
of his predecessor and deliver a 
preachment, 

The president’s sermon was an ap- 
peal for amity between the people, 
for attributing the best rather than the 
worst motives to the action of others 
when possible to do so, and not to 
harbor hatred or animosity. 

“A soft answer turneth away wrath, 
but grievous words stir up anger,” 
was the text Mr. Taft selected from 
the Book of Proverbs. The sermon 
was a homely utterance, largely made 
up of stories to give emphasis to the 
points. 

From the Tabernacle the president 
was driven to review about 20,000 
school children. Thence the presi- 
dent proceeded to the Young Men’s 
Christian association, where he made 
a brief address fo men. Lastly the 
president attended services especial- 
ly arranged for him at the Unitarian 
church. After this unusually busy 
Sunday morning he left Salt Lake for 
Ogden, where he made his third ad- 
dress of the day.

NEW ENGLAND INFLUENCE. 
he 

The complaint is continually 
in the west by congress in the interest 
of New England and the Middle states, 
leaving the west and south largely in 
the background. When we look at the 
results actually accomplished, 
pecially in relation to tariff schedules, 
there really seems to be a good deal 
of truth in th charge. And yet, the 
west has an overwhelming preponder- 
ence of power most of the time in all 
departments of the government. Only 
two presidents in 59 years have come 
from east of the ‘Alleghanies and one 
of them was Roosevelt, whose char- 
acteristics were all western. The 
lange majority of the house of repre- 
sentatives and the still larger propor- 
tion of the senate are from the west 
and south. 

In a late magazine article Senator 
Beveridge shows how New England 
has secured and held in congress an 
influence out of all proportion to 
population. He seems to forget how- 
ever, that the New England states 
generally send strong and able mem 
as their representatives, especially in 
the senate, and if they do their work 
well they are kept as long as they are 
able to attend to public business. The 
west on the other hand is constantly 
changing its men. A strong man with 
10 or 15 years of experience is able to 
exert twice the influence in either 
house or senate of the new man. In the 
United States senate especially all the 
more important committee places are 
filled by the elder men, the newer ones 
taking the foot of unimportant com- 
mittees. The south used to keep its 
men in longer and generally does se 
yet, but they have so nearly always 
belonged to the minority party that 
they have been able to accomplish lit- 
tle in shaping legislation. 

New England has been so nearly 
solidly Republican during the same 
time that its people have been able to

make the ability and experience of 
their representatives count for all 
that they are worth, and more, to the 


majority party. 
The west, however, is sure to come 
into its own sooner or later, and the 


danger to New England lies in the 
possible realignment of party lines 


wherein the west and south may find 
many interests in common that will 
enable them to work together in com- 
gress. In any event, the idea that 
New England has always endorsed, 
putting in good men and keeping them 
there while their experience makes 
their influence count, is a good one.—

“ion in the Metropolitan opera house 
under the auspices of the Hudson-Ful- 
ton commission. Seated on the stage 
was a distinguished gathering, includ- 
ing dignitaries from the countries of 
Europe, the Orient and South Amer- 
ica, officials of city and state and men 
prominent in business and profession- 
al life of this country. 

One of the most conspicuous figures 
on the stage, and the only woman oc- 


cupying such a position, was Mrs. 


Julia Ward Howe, the venerable au- 
thor of the “Battle Hymn of the Re- 
public.” Because of her advanced 
years Mrs. Howe sat in a wheeled 
chair. 

The boxes of the famous opera 
house, crowded during the opera sea- 
son with brilliantly gowned women, 
were no less brilliant last night when 
filled with the wives and families of 
the foreign envoys. The upper tier

was occupied by 
officers, but the house was not crowd- 
ed. At a liberal estimate not more 


than 1200 persons were present. 
General Woodford, chairman of the 
Hudson-Fulton commission, formally 


called the gathering to order and in- 
troduced Mayor McClellan as_ the 
chairman of the evening. McClellan 


introduced Bishop Greer, who deliv- 
ered the invocation. The most con- 
spicuous part of the bishop's invoca- 
tion was his saying in the hearing of 
the naval officers of the chief powers 
of the world: “Bind the nations of 
the earth in the bonds of brotherhood 
and make and 
righteousness to reign.” 

In his address extending a welcome 
on behalf of the city, McClellan spoke 
briefly. 

After a song by a glee club, 
Howe read an original poem, 
an eloquent tribute to Henry 
and Robert Fulton. 

An address of welcome on behalt 
of the commission was delivered by 
Woodford, then the roll of nations 
was called, beginning with Argentina 
and concluding with Turkey. There 
were cheers and handclapping as each 
delegate stepped forward and  pre- 
sented either a message from his sov- 
ereign or an appropriate address. The 
assemblage grew especially enthusi- 
astic when the delegates of Japan, 
Holland, Germany and England came 
forward, and the cheering lasted for 
more than a minute.

Haakon. Referring 
he said that Norway had in _ reality 
discovered America before Columbus 
knew of its existence. 

Admiral Seymour, for the British, 
referred to the discovery of the Hud- 
son and the application of steam to 
navigation by Fulton as two of the 
most imporiant events in the history 
of the race “to which you and we be- 
long.”

Boston Elevated Seeks Control of All 
Lines Feeding Boston, 


The Boston Elevated railway com- 
pany, through its representatives took 
the first steps Monday that may lead 
up to the merging of all the street 
railway lines entering Boston, or hay- 
ing a physical connection with the 
city. It plans to get control of the 


Quincy and towns south of Quincy as 
well as the Boston & Northern, the 


the Middlesex & Boston and the Lex- 
ington & Boston systems. 

One of the claims is that if the Old 
Colony system was controlled by the 
Elevated, Quincy people 


part of Quincy to any part of Boston 
and to towns north of Boston. 

The hearing Monday was before a 
joint body consisting of the Railroad 
Commission and the Boston Transit 
commission and was held at the state 


Frederic E. Snow, representing the 
Elevated, and others appeared in ad- 
vocacy of enabling legislation for such 
a merger to be put through. 

Mr. Snow named the companies re- 


ing their control] over to the Elevated. 
He said that better transportation 
could be given if the Boston company 
was allowed to own and operate the 
lines with which it had physical con- 
nection. Consolidation of street rail- 
roads is allowed by the laws of the 
State, but the Elevated cannot take 
advantage of it on account of the fact 
that it has a charter provision to the 
effect that it shall not charge more 
than a five-cent fare. 

‘Attorney Roscoe Walsworth, repre- 
senting the Metropolitan Transit As- 
sociation urged that the joint commis- 
sion recommend to the Legislature an 
act compelling the Elevated to take 
the Boston, Revere Beach & Lynn and 
the Boston & Northern.

Hudson-Fulton Commission's 
Banquet to Its Guests 


NOTABLE MEN ARE PRESENT 


Clermont and Half Moon Leave Their 
New York Anchorage and Begin 
Journey Up the Hudson—Dutch 
Craft In Tow, While Spluttering 
Steamer Goes Under Own Steam 
—Tugboat and Submarines Aid as 
Escorts—Germany and United States 
Share International Aquatic Honors 
In Races Between Crews of Warships 


New York, Sept. 30.—The_ per- 
sonal representatives of the emperors 
of Germany and Japan; the diplomatic 
representatives of twenty-five nations 
and the special delegates of twenty- 
eight sat down to table last night in 
the great banquet hall of the Hotel 
Astor as the official guests of the Hud- 
son-Fulton celebration commission. 

There were in addition the officers 
of eight navies and the admirals of 
four; a representative of the United 
States senate in the person of Elihu 
Root, members of the New York state 
legislature and officers of the munici- 
pality of New York. It was one of 
the most brilliant banquets that the 
country has ever seen. 

The gold lace of rank, the decora- 
tions of distinguished service and the 
robes of Archbishop Farley, who pre- 
nounced the invocation, made the 
room sparkle with color. 

Upstairs the balconies filled 
with handsomely gowned women look- 
ing down on the banqueters below and 
pointing with interest to the white 
robes of the Moorish envoys, the red 
fez of the Turkish envoy, Roussouf 
Zia Pasha, and the jeweled cap of Wu 
Ting Fang, the retiring minister from 
China. 

At the speakers’ table were Jonkheer 
J. Louden, the minister from The 
Netherlands, Admiral Von Koester, 
the personal representative of the 
kaiser, the admiral of the British fleet, 
Sir Edward Seymour, Prince Kuni, 
Contre Admiral Le Pord of the French 
fleet, Vice President Sherman, Gov- 
ernor Hughes, Senator Root and Jus- 
tice Brewer of the United States su- 
preme court. 

In their speeches were not only the 
usual amenities, but an appreciation 
of the double look into history afford- 
ed by the reproduction of the Cler- 
mont and the Half Moon and_ the 
flights of Wilbur Wright over the same 
waters these craft made famous. 

Dr. Cook and Commander Peary 
found mention in the speech of Vice 
President Sherman, who rejoiced that 
an American, “it matters not whom,” 
he said, “had followed Hudson's index 
finger to the Pole.” 

Mayor McClellan, looking about him 
on the cosmopolitan character of the 
banquet hall, said: “Every gathering 
such as this helps to a better under- 
standing among the peoples of the 
earth.” 

The speeches of Admirals Von 
Koester and Seymour had been await- 
ed with much interest in view of the 
recent utterances in this country of 
Lord Northcliffe on the possibility of 
war between Germany and England, 
but after complementing the Ameri- 
can navy, both bespoke only peace. 

The day was described in the of- 
ficial MHudson-Fulton program as 
“Educational Day,” and was duly ob- 
served, not only in the public <chools, 
but in all the colleges and institutions 
of higher learning, as well as by 
learned and patriotic societies through- 
out the city. Several tablets and 
monuments were dedicated at points 
of historical interest. 


The Aquatic Events 

International aquatic honors were 
won by Germany and the United 
States in the rowing races between 
crews of the warships now at a¥-hor 
in the Hudson. The brawny Teutons 
outstroked the Italians, British, 
French and Dutchmen in the contests 
between men of the foreign vessels, 
while a big crew from the Minnesota 
showed the way to German, Italian 
and British tars in the big internation- 
al race which closed the day’s sport, 

Since the two mile course carried 
the contestants past many of the bat- 
tleships, the crews had the inspira- 
tion of lusty cheering in many 
tongues. All hands were placed on 
even terms by the use of American 
twelve-oared cutters, the boats being 
drawn by lot. 

The regatta also included races ex- 
clusively for the men of American 
warships, revenue cutters and the 
naval militia. The winners all re- 
ceived silver shields and purses of gold, 
besides what they picked up in side 
bets, for the different fleets backed 
their countrymen heavily. 


Old-Timers on the Move 

Robert Fulton, impersonated by 
Rev. Sanford C. Hearn of Yonkers 
paced the deck of his reconstructed 
steamboat Clermont of 100 years ago 
on the way up the Hudson Wednes- 
day. Henry Hudson and the Dutch 
sailors aboard the Half Moon, 
had preceded the Clermont 
river. 

The two quaint vessels began the 
first stage of their trip up the Hudson 
to Troy. The start was propitious.
